Fourteen years have now elapsed since the 
Bill for the Abolition of ^ the Slave Trade became 
an Act of the Imperial Parliainenl' of Great firi4 
tain. Soon after this memorable event h^d taken 
place, the African Instittition was' est^blisbedl^ 
principally with a vibw to the civilization' bfnfti^ 
large portion of the globe, which had , so Fong 
been kept, by the pernicious effects of this traffic,' 
in a state of the grossest darkness and barbkrism. 
But aware that this great object could not possibly 
be effected, so long as the slave trade should be 
allowed to exist, the members of tbe Afneao In- 
stitution deemed it of essential importance '^Ut 
watch over, and to enforce with the greatest carie 
and attention, the strict execution of the Abolition 
Act. 

It having been found, however, that the penal- 
ties of that Act were net sufficient to d^ter British 
subjects from continuing the; slave trade, Parlia* 
ment, in the year 181 enacted that every Bntisli 
stibjcct,- and every person residing within^ the 
British dominions, who should in aoy wise be 
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concerned m iht Slave Trade, should be deemed 
a felon, and imight be punished by transportation, 
for a term not exceeding fourteen years * ; and 
thus the British Law at present remains 

This Act tended greatly to restrain, if not to 
extinguish, except in the Isle of Fiance, the Bri- 
tish slave trade ; and whilst the nation continued 
at war, the slave trade of other states was also 
muth diminished, so that Africa was for a titine 
relieved in a cor^biiderable degree from the deso^ 
lating effects of this trafHc. 

< But the return of peace to Europe, having put 
an end to the belligerent right of search, was the 
signal for an extensive i^vival of the slave trade 
in Africa, accompanied with more than its usual 
miseries. 

It became, therefore, the anxious wish of the 
Direetors, by means of the imQuence which this 
eountry had acquired, not merely to obtain the 
concurrence of all the other powers of Europe in 
the AboKtion of the Slave Trade, but to induce 
the maritime states to agree to such a modified 
right of mutual search, even during peace, as 
should tend to make that Abolition effectual. 

In both these objects our Government has in 
difibrent degrees ;,ucceeded. Besides obtaining 
from the Congress of Vienna the memorable de- 
cl&ratioD which denounced the slave trade, as the

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*' desolation of Africa, the degradatioii ol Europe, 
and the afflicting scourge of huuiaaity and w*hicb 
affirmed that the final triumph of the cause of the 
Abolition would he one of the greatest monu- 
menta of the age which undertook it, and which 
should have gloriously carried it into compif^ 
effect," France and the Netherlands were pre- 
vailed upou to sign treaties! stipulating for 
the total ^nd imniediate ajbolition of tbift tr&de* 
The result of the effqrts used with Spam and Por- 
tugdl was not so favourable. Both these powers, 
however, agr^ forthwith to confine their ^lave 
trade within certain specified limits Portugal 
BtiU refused to fix: any precise period for the fioal 
abandonment of it; but Spaing consented totally 
to abolish it from the 30th of May 1820, five 
months being allowed for completing the voyages 
that might have been commenced prior to that 
period. 

The Governments of Portugal, Spain, and the 
Netherlands f , further agreed to admit the pro- 
posed right of search; but neither the Freach

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nor the American GovcrtJiuent couid be prevailed 
upon to it:5sent to this impOiiant arrangement. 

The D'Tfrct i ^ now proceed to give ocuie account 
of the manntr lu . rh the engagements of these 
different nations on the .object of the slave trade 
have been fulfilled. 

Notwithstanding the stipulations entered into 
by France for the Abolition of the -slave trade^ 
the Directors have had the painful duty, year after 
year, of exhibiting to the Institution numerous 
and irrefragable proofs of the continuance of this 
traffic by the subjects of that kingdom. They 
are much concerned to say, that the account which 
they have now to render of the state of the French 
slave trade is even more afflicting than any which 
has preceded it. Indeed, so multiplied and so 
ftagrant have been of late the violations of the 
French Law on this subject; to such an extent, 
and with such impunity, has this trade been car- 
ried on, almost without the affectation of disguise ; 
that the evil, practically speaking, could scarcely 
have been greater had it been actually tolerated 
by the Government of France. 

Further information on . this important subject 
will be found in the Appendix*; but it seems 
desirable now to state to the Meeting a few of 
the more prominent facts. 

A letter from Guadaloupe, published in the

AppemWx to ti)e last Annual Report*, conveved 
some idea of the extent of the importation of 
slaves into that island. 

Two letters of a more recent date, and from the 
same gentleman, fully establish the continuance of 
such a traffic to the full extent stated in his former 
communication, and throw additional light on the 
accounts received from the coast of Africa. Ex-' 
tracts from these letters will be found in the 
Appendix f . 

The statements thus made are confirmed by 
the circumstances developed in the case of a 
French slave ship called the Sylph, detained by 
his Majesty's sloop Redwing, Captain Hunn, 
and brought into Sierra Leone, on the 10th Fe- 
bruary 1819, with 364 slaves on board. From 
the examinations which took place v;ii that occa 
sion, it appeared that when Captain Hunn fcli i i 
with the Sylph, in latitude 7 deg. 50min, Nort' , 
and longitude l6deg. 30 min. West, she had bet;a 
fifty-one days at sea from Bonny, where she had 
taken in 388 slaves : twenty died before l^r detet* 
tion, and four afterwards. It also appeared, that 
she was bound to G uadaloupe, where 4he traffic 
in slaves was stated to be carried on with scarcely 
any reserve. Vessels having such cargoes on 
board, were said to land them on the beach, to

leeward of PoiiUe-a-Pitre, the cftpital of the i^larjid, 
whither the ships cdterwards proceeded ; and hav- 
ing reported theuiseives as coming from the coast 
of Africa with ivory, and other African produce, 
there lauded the small quantity of ihei;e articles 
they might have collected. It further appeared, 

that Messrs. — , were owners of the Sylph 

on her last voyage; and that shortly before her 
sailing from Guadaloupe, a very large vessel from 
Nant2 had taken a full cargo of slaves to the same 

island : she was commanded by Monsieur , 

who had formerly been Capitaine de Frigate. 

Another case, that of a ship called Le Rodeur, 
whilst it proves the little risk that is run by French 
subjects in carrying on the slave trade, furnishes 
also a most striking exemplificatioD of some of the 
worst horrors which attend the Middle Passage. 
This case is the more striking and important, as 
it was brought to light incidentally, and under cir^ 
cumstancea which place its truth beyond the shadow 
of a doubt It appeared in a periodical work* 
published at Paris, and devoted to medical sub- 
jects ; into which it was introduced, merely 
because the details which served to disclose the

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criminal nature of the voyage were required fw 
the elucidation of some medical fact*. The 
following is the translation of an extract froco 
this work The ship Le Rodeur, Captain 

B of two hundred tons burden, left Havre 

the 24th of January, 1819, for the coast of 
Africa, and reached her destination the 14th of 
March following, anchoring at Bonny in the 
river Calabar. The crew, consisting of twenty- 
two men, enjoyed good health during the outr- 
ward voyage^ and during their stay at Bonnyi 
where they continued till the 6th April. They 
bad observed so trace of Ophthalmia among 
the natives ; and it was not until fifteen days aftef 
they bad set sail on the return voyage, and the 
vessel was near the Equator, that they perceived 
the first symptoms of this frightful malady. It was 
then remarked, that thfe Negroes, who, to the 
number of one hundred and sixty, were crowded 
together in the hold, and between the deoks, had 
contracted a considerable redness of the eyeSi 
which spread with singular rapidity^ No great 
attention was at first paid to these symptoaifi 
which were thought to be caused only by the want 
of air in the hold, and by the scarcity of water 
which had already begun to be felt. At this iim» 
they were limited to eight ounces of water a day 
for each person, which quantity was afterwards 
reduced to tlie half of a wine glass. By the ad- 
vice of M. Maignan, the surgeon of the ship, the 



Negroes, who had hitherto remained shut up in 
the hold, were brought upon deck in succession, in 
order that they might breathe a pt'rer air. But 
it became necessary to abandon this expedient, 
sahjtary as it was, because many of those Negroes, 
affected with Nostalgia (i. e. a passionate desire to 
revisit their native land) threw themselves into the 
sea, locked in each other's arms, 

** The disease which had spread itself so ra- 
pidly and frightfully among the Africans, soon be- 
gan to infect all on board, and to create alarms 
for the crew. The danger of infection, and per- 
haps the cause which produced the disease, were 
increased by a violent dysentery, fattributed to 
the use of rain water. The first of the crew who 
caught the infection was a sailor who slept under 
the deck, near the grated hatch which commu- 
nicated with the hold. The next day a landsman 
was seized with opththalmia; and, in three days 
more, the captain and almost the whole of the 
crew were infected by it.*' 

The iricans of cure which the surgeon em- 
ployed are then detailed. They proved inefficient. 

The sufferings of the people,'* the account goes 
em to state, " and the number of the blind aug- 
meDted every day ; so that the crew — previously 
alarmed by the apprehension of a revolt* among

lac Negroes — ^wcre seized with the farther dread 
of not being able to make the West Indies, if 
the only sailor who ' ^ hitherto escaped the 
cojitagionj and on wi^ iheir whole hope rested, 
should become blind like the rest. This calaniity 
had actually befallen the Leon, a Spanish vessel 
which the Rodeur met with on her passage, and 
the whole of whose crew, having become blind, 
were under the necessity of altogether abandoning 
the direction of their ship. They entreated the 
charitable interference of the Rodeur ; but the 
soaiuen of this vessel could not either quit her to 
go on board the Leon, on account of the cargo of 
Negroes, nor receive the crew of the Leon on 
board the Rodeur, in which there was scarcely 
room for themselves. The difficulty of taking care 
of so large a number of sick in so confined a space, 
and the total want of fresh meat, and of medicines, 
made them envy the fate of those who were about 
to become the victims of a death which seemed 
to them inevitable, and the consternation was 
general 

The Rodeur reached Guadaloupe on tlie Slst 
of June 1819, her crew being in a most deplorable 

to assert their liberty, continued to indulge their mutuail 
kft^d, even in chaios, and were feady in tbtir ti^ to tear 
QfUth Qikef in piepes." 

* The JUeon has not been since beard of, and in all proba- 
bility wan loat 
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condition. Three days after Iier urrivai, the oiilj 
man who, during the voyage, had withstood the 
influence of the contagion, and whom Providence 
appeared to have preserved as a guide to his un- 
fortunate companions^ was seized with the same 
malady. Of the Negroes, thirty-nine had become 
perfectly blind, twelve had lost an eye, and four- 
teen were affected with blemishes more or less con- 
siderable. Of the crew, twelve lost their sight 
entirely, among whom was the surgeon ; five 
became blind of one eye, one of them being the 
captain; and four were partially injured." Of 
the captain it is added, that ^* he did not cease in 
the midst of the greatest danger, to lavish his 
attentions on the Negroes and the sailors, with a 
zeal and devoted ness which exceed all praise." 

Such is the account of the voyage of the Rodeur, 
as given in this work. The following additional 
circumstances connected with this transaction, 
though there omitted, probably because they 
illustrated no medical principle, have since been 
given to the public on very credible authority, and, 
having met with no contradiction, may be assumed 
to be correct. It is stated among other things, 
that the captain caused several of the Negroes who 
were prevented in the attempt to throw themselves 
overboard, to be shot and hung, in the hope that 
the example might deter the rest from a similar 
conduct. But even this severity proved unavail- 
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ing, aiui it became necessary to confine the slaves 
entirely to the hold during the remainder of the 
voyage. It is further fta*ed, that upwards of 
thirty of the slaves who became blind were 
thrown into the sea and drowned, upon the prin- 
ciple that, had they been landed at Guadaloupc, 
no one would have bought them, and that the 
proprietors would consequently have incurred the 
expense of maintaining them without the chance 
of any return. While by throwing them over- 
board, not only was this certain loss avoided, but 
ground was also laid for a claim on the under- 
writers by whom the cargo had been insured; and 
who are said to have allowed the claim, and made 
good the value of the slaves thus destroyed. 

Another most important fact, resting on the 
same authority, is» that the Rodeur having re^ 
turned to Havre was refitted by the same owners, 
and dispatched early in the last year on p second 
slave voyage ; and that the command of her has 
been given to the same captain who had her ia 
charge on the former voyage. 

The case of the Rodeur, it will be seen exem- 
plifies many of the horrors of the Middle Passage. 
It furnishes likewise a striking proof of the impu- 
nity with which the most open contra venvions of the 
Abolition Laws have been committed in France. 
The facts of tlie case must have been well known in 
Guadaloupe, where the slaves that remained alive 
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are itated txj luive been sold. The case iias aUo 
acquired great notoriety in France by means of the 
above publication, and also of a Petition addressed 
to the Chamber of Deputies in June, 1820, by 
M. Morenas, in which many of th« above facts 
^ere detailed. Yet it does not appear Umt any 
steps have been taken, either at Guadaloupe or 
in France, to bring the parties coacerned in this 
flagrant contravention of their municipal laws to 
puoishmenl. On the contrary, the CapUiin of the 
Rodeur has been again invested with the cQmnmnd 
of the same ship^ in order to enable him to renew 
his former enterprise ; and the owners have been 
allowed to enjoy, apparently without c]u«9lion, the 
fruit of their nefarious and illicit commerce, and 
to devise and perpetrate fresh atrocities against 
the natives of Africa. 

In this case also there appears to have been no 
want of proof; the surgeon, M. Maignan, and 
mtny, if not all, of his eleven blind companions, 
aa well as the reft of the crew, having, it is said, 
returned to France. Surely, if ever thwe was 
% case which, independently of these facilities of 
proof, (railed fOr interference, it is the case which 
has now been detailed. 

But this is not all. It appears certain that in 
the yff^r 1820 the French slave-trade bad si^elled 
to a more enormous extent than at any former 
period. During the drtt six or seven months of 



ihiit year, the coast ol Alrica is described as 
having actually swarmed with French blave-ships, 
A distinguished officer of the British Navy, who 
was himself an eye-witness of the fact, writing on 
the subject with deliberation, and after his otteo- 
tion bad been called to a careful recollection of 
what he had seen, uses this remarkable expression : 

The number of French slave-ships now on the 
coast io something iucredible." The naval officers 
on that station had examined between twenty and 
thirty vessels trading for slaves on the coast, which 
were ascertained to be French ; and one of those 
officers afterwards found in the harbour of the 
Havannah a still greftter Duiuber of vesseb bear- 
ing tb ) French flag, which eitb^ had cargoes of 
slaves OQ boards brought thither for sale, or were 
fitting out for fresh slave- voyages. 

The Spanish slave-trade having ceased univer- 
sally iu May, 1 and England possessing by 
treaty the right of seizing and confiscating Spanish 
coiitrabandists, the flag of that nation cannot now 
be safely employed by slave-ships^ On itm ac- 
count the French flag is eagerly sought after, not 
only by Spaniards, but by Americans and Por- 
tugue8e> in order to protect their criminal traffic, 
it being the opprobrious distinction of France, 
^at her fkig alone can now be safely resorted to 
for the protection of slave-ships to the northward 
of the Equator. 
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'I'his view ol the e-vtcnt ot the I'jciicti ^lavc- 
trade on the coast of \tVica during the paat year, 
is confirmed by Sir Charlcb MacCarthy, the Go- 
vernor of Sierra Leone, who returned last year 
to England ; and who states, that at the time of 
his leaving that colony in July last, he had re- 
L*fiived unquestionable information that no fewer 
than five vessels, bearing the French flag, were 
then engaged in procuring slaves at the GaHinas, 
a place sitaated about 100 miles to the south of 
Sierra Leone*. 

If these statements are correct, and the autho- 
rity on which they rest seems to leave no doubt 
upon the subject, then it will follow that during 
the first six or seven months of the last year, from 
fifty to sixty vessels, bearing the French flag, were 
actually seen engaged in the slave trade. But as 
it cannot be supposed, considering the vast extent 
of the African Coast, and of the ocean which ex- 
tends thence to the West Indies, that all the ves- 
sels so cmployeli could have been met by our 
cruizers, or have xome under the observation 
of Governor MacCarthy's informant, it would 
seem to be no more than a fair inft-ence from 
the facts which have been adduced, nt the French 
slave-trade must have grown to an unprecedented 
nnagnitude during the past year. And ye^ it is 
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rt^markalilc, iljut so uiiir.foniied does die Freiich 
Government appear to have been of the fact, that 
in the month of June last the Minister cf the 

arine assured the Legislature, and reiterated 
that assurance ahout the same time to the British 
Government, that the French slave-trade was at 
length extinguished. 

But it is not necessary to rest this inference on 
general statements, however conclusive. Particu- 
lar confirmatory details might easily be produced. 

Among the French slave-ships met by our 
cruizers on the coast of Africa, most of which were 
suffered to pass unmolested, two were supposed 
to have committed acts which justified their de- 
tention. Their names were La Marie and La 
Catharine. The slaves which they had on board 
were landed at Sierra Leone, and the vessels sent 
to Senegal to be disposed of by the French autho- 
rities there. 

A third case merits a more detailed exposition. 
On the 4t!) of March, I8£0, after a long chase, 
a vessel was boarded by the boats of his Majesty's 
ship Tartar, commanded by Sir George Collier, 
which proved to be La Jeune Estelle, of Mar- 
tinique, M. — - — master. On being boarded, 

he declared that he had been plundered of his 
slaves, and that none remained on board. His 
agitation and alarm however excited suspicion, 
and led to an examination of the vessels hold. 
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During this examination^ s sailor who struck » 
ctmkf which was tightly dosed up, heard a iaint 
voice issue from it, as of ti creatarc expiring. 
The cask was immediately opened, when two 
girls of about twelve or fourteen years of age, 
in the last stage of suffocation, were found to be 
inclosed in it, and by this providential interposition 
were probably rescued from a miderable death. 

These girb, when brougtrt oo tbc deck of the 
Tartar, ^ert recognised by a person on board, 
who had been taken prisoner in anotlier siave-sbip, 
as hamg been the property of the captain of a 
schooner bdonging to New York, An investiga- 
tion having tekcn place, it appeared that this 
American contrabandist bad died at a place on 
the coast ca^ed Trade Town, leaving behind him 
fourteen slaves, of whom these two girls formed a 
part ; and that after his death the master of the 
vessel had landed his crew, armed with swords anc! 
pistob, and carried these fourteen slaves on board 
the Jeune Estelle. Sir George Collier, conceiving 
that the other twdve slaves, who had been pro- 
cured by this piratical act, might still be secreted 
in that vessel, ordered a fresh search. The resnh 
was, that u Negro man, not however one of the 
twelve, ivns rescued from death. A plat^rm of 
loose boiurds haid been raised on the water*<asks of 
the veaed, so as to form an eutre-pont, or between- 
decb, of twenty-three inches in height, which was 
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ihc Oiiiy space allotted ror the accoiiimodaliou ot 
tiiis unfortunate car^o of human beings, vvhom M. 

— . intended to procure and carry from the 

coast. Beneath this platform, one of tlie boards 
resting on his body, jammed between two water- 
casks, appeared the above wretched individual, 
whom it was a matter of astonishment to find alive. 
Sir George Collier was inclined to remove him 
on board the Tartar, as he had done the tw o girls : 

but M. having proved that the poor 

African had been bought by him for eight dollars 
worth of brandy and iron, Sir George did not feel 
himself authorized to do so; although, had the vessel 
been capable of beating up to Senegal, be would 
have sent her thither for judgment, as he had done 
the two former ships. 

With respect to the other twelve slaves taken 
by force from Trade Town, no distinct information 
could be obtained beyond the assertion of M. 

' — , that he had been plundered of them 
by a Spanish pirate. But it was recollected with 
horror by the officers of the Tartar, that when 
they first began the chase of La Jeune Estelle, 
they had seen several casks floating past them, 
in which they now suspected that these wretched 
beings might have been enclosed, having been 
thrown overboard by this man to elude the de- 
tectioii of his piratical proceedings. It was now 

D 
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iiijpossiblc, however, to ascertain tlie tact, as the 
chase had led them many leagues to leeward ; 
end even after they i)ad consumed the time 
which would have been necessary, by beating to 
windward, to reach the place where the chase 
commenced, there were many chances against 
their again seeing the casks, and not the slightest 
probability that any of the slaves inclosed in them, 
if they were so inclosed, would be found still alive. 

It was distinctly affirmed by the Minister of 
the French Marine, in a speech made to the 
Chamber of Deputies in tiic month of June last, 
that the slave trade had then ceased at Senegal ; 
yet on the 4th of October last, a vessel was found 
by an Officer of the Customs to have made in the 
night time the harbour of St. John's in x\ntigua, 
which vessel proved to be a French brig called La 
Louise, of the burthen of 1 20 tons, having on board 
128 slaves, bound from Senegal to Guadaloupe, 
for which island Antigua was mistaken. Her 
Negroes were in a miserable condition when 
landed ; but they soon recovered, when taken 
care of and well fed and clothed. They were 
generally young, chiefly females, two of whom 
had infapts at the breast, and another after oeing 
brought on shore was delivered of still-born twins. 
This ship was^ consigned to two slave-factors of 
Guadaloupe, and has been condemned at Antigua ; 



but the Directors Fiave not learned what were the 
specific grounds of her condemnaiion. 

As a further proof tiiat the statement of the 
cessation of the French slave-trade at Setiegal and 
its neighbourhood is not correct, it may be added» 
that when Governor MacCarthy visited Bathurst, 
in the river Gambia, in the month of Avigust last, 
on his way to Europe, he learnt upon undoubted 
authority that X\\e slave trade was at that time 
carried on with great activity by various naerchants- 
both of Senegal and Goree*. These persons were 
pointed out to nim ; and it was added, that they 
had established agents for this purpose at a 
smaU village called Albreda, in the river Gambia^ 
about 40 miles above its mouth* Albreda was 
formerly a French factory dependant on Gorec^ 
By the treaty of 1783, it will be seen that France 
relinquished all right to its occupation. Indeed 
by the terms of that treaty, which has not since 
undergone any modi&cation, it clearly appears 
that the river Gambia was as effectually and 
unreservediv ceded to- Great Britain, as the river 
Senegal was to France : and as France would 
£airly object to our attempting to re-establish 
ourselves oa any part of the Senegal,, or even to. 
navigate that river at all, so are we entitled to 
maintain the same exclusive right of occupation 
and navigation in respect to the Gambia.

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Siutc the I'ritish 'r^ial.iishir.cnt of Ijuthurst was 
formed on the island of St. Mary's, near tlie 
mouth of ihe river, no French vessel has been 
allowed to enter or leave the river without u:v 
dergoing an examination. Notwithstanding this 
restriction, however, a very considerable slave- 
trade is carried on by the French factors of 
Albreda throughout tiie whole length of the river 
Gambia. For although the authorities at Bathurst 
do not permii any vessel with slaves on board to 
pass that settlement, yet they are carried in canoes 
to the left bank of the river, and thence conveyed 
by land to Cacho or Cazamens, whence they 
are shipped for the West Indies. By these 
means the whole of that noble river, which would 
otherwise be entirely free from this traffic, is from 
one end to the other of its navigable course, exceed- 
ing 1000 miles, made the scene of the attrocities 
of the slave trade ; and thus not only is the pro- 
gress of civilization and improvement in that fertile 
region retarded, and the natives prevented from 
pursuing a course of peaceful industry, and bene- 
ficial intercourse, but wars are excited amongst 
them, and the surrounding distriHs are involved 
in depredation and blood. Such being the case, 
it appears to be highly expedient that the British 
Government should claim the strict execution of 
th*^ provisions of the treaty of 1783. This measure 
is pressed upon us under existing circumstances 



by tiie highest moral considerations ; and (ireat 
Britain therefore seems bound to vinciicate iier 
exclusive right to the navigation of this river, were 
it only to deliver our sutfering fellow- creatures in 
that quarter of the globe from the violence and 
cupidity of the slave-traders. This subject the 
Directors believe is now under discussion between 
the two Governments. 

Enough has been said to shew the enormous 
extent to which the slave trade is carried on under 
the French flag, not only from Senegal and Goree, 
but along the whole extent of the African coast, for 
the supply of the colonies both of France and of 
other powers. If it were necessary, this point 
might be further proved by almost daily occur- 
rences in diffe'^ent ports of France itself, where 
associations are formed with little or no disguise, 
and vessels titted out for the prosecution of this 
nefarious traffic. These ships are known to have 
several times completed and renewed their atro- 
cious enterprizes, without the smallest molestation 
or difficulty. Some more detailed informaticn on 
this subject will be found in the Appendix*. 

The Directors have not failed to communicate 
these painful facts to his Majesty's Govern- 
ment ; and they know that strong representations 
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iiavc been !iiade on tlie subject to the Goverit- 
inent of Fiance ; with what eft'ect remains to 
be seen. That Government seems bound in 
good faith to assign a satisfactory reason why 
crimes of such extent and atrocity should have 
continued for so long a time to be committed by 
its subjects, and under the protection of its flag, 
in spite of its own solemn and reiterated engage- 
ments to repress those crimes ; and bow it has 
happened, that the perpetrator? of them should 
hitherto, almost without exception, have not only 
enjoyed perfect impunity, but not even been sub- 
jected to the discredit of a public inquiry. 

In the month of June last, the Minister of the 
Marine announced, in the Chamber of Deputies, 
his intention of proposing a further enactment to 
render the Abolition effectual; and the Directors 
have learnt that a promise to the same effect was 
actually made to our Government. They have 
looked for its promulgation with considerable 
anxiety, especially as they understood that its 
object was to rank the slave trade with those crimes 
which are su Inject to an infamous and degrading 
punishment. The enactment of such a law in 
France would be an important advance in the 
cause of Abolition ; for without it, it is to be feared 
that pecuniary penalties will practically be of little 
avail, as Ihey may easily be provided against by a 



lii<^her rate ol insurance, which thf enoiinoiis 
prizes In this execrable lottery will w'eii enable it 
to bear. 

It will also be necessary to put ao end to the 
purchase and sale of slaves at the French settle- 
ments on the coast of Africa. As the law at pre^ 
sent stands, such a commerce is permitted ; but it 
seems irreconcileable with a sincere intention of 
abolishing the slave trade. It is vain to suppose, 
that if slaves are purchased there, they will not be 
exported; and indeed, the only purpose for which 
they can be brought thither in any number, is that 
of exportadoQ, and therefore no adequate l^ti'- 
mate motive can exist on the part France for 
refusing to pass such a law. For what greater 
inconvenience could result from it to the Fredch, 
than to the British settlements on the coast of 
Africa; in which last the purchase or sale of 
human beings is pimished as a felonious oflfence ? 
It is most certain, that while the present practice 
is continued at Senegal and Goree, not only is the 
abolition of the French slave-trade rendered impos-' 
sible, but France herself must relinquish all hop6 
of improvement in her settlements on the Afri* 
can coasty and all commerce but that which flows 
from this polluted source, and which, wherever it 
exists, necessarily blasts all peaceful industry. 

It is with great pain that the Directors have 
found themselves compelled to dwell on these paf- 
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licuiiuh ur thr I 'rencii bliive-ti :tiie. 'J lic) i)\ no 
mt'uns inteiui or wish to implicate the Freiu ti 
(joveniment, much lesi-; the French Nation, in an 
indiscriminate charge of favouring the blave traJe. 
The king and the nation, they denbt not, sincerely 
desire its aboiiiion. By what ineims tlieir \»ishc.s 
have been so completely frustrated, it might not 
be expedient to attempt to specify. Thus much 
however appears to them to be proved almost to 
detnonstration, that some of the principal members 
of the French Government have been most grossly 
imposed upon by subaltern agents ; and that the 
conduct of many of these agents has been 
amnifestly, either corrupt, or, at the very least, 
criminally negligent. 

The vast extent to which the slave trade on the 
west coast of Africa continues to be carried on, is 
further proved, by accounts received from the river 
Bonny, dated in July and August, in the last year; 
from whicb it appears, that from March to July in 
that year, there had usually been in the Bonny 
from nine to sixteen slaving vessels of all descrip- 
tions at the same time, each capable of carrying 
from 300 to 700 slaves ; and that two of these 
vessels, which were there in March, and had then 
sailed to the West Indies, had returned in July, 
and were engaged in their second voyage. During 
the above period of five or six months, 120 sail 
of French, Spanish, and Portuguese vessels h'\d 



visiteJ the riv^.. iioDiiy lor the purpose of procur- 
ing slaves ; in consequence of which, the prepara- 
tion of pahn oil is said to have been totally neg- 
iected by the natives. 

An account received from a gentleman on board 
the Cyane, an American sloop of war, which v as 
sent to cruize on the coast of Africa, for the 
purpose of suppressing the American slave-trade, 
dated in April last, states, that since passing the 
river Sherbro that vessel had detaim^d ten slave- 
ships, four of which were sent in for adjudication ; 
but the others, being well covered by fabricated 
papera, were given up. The number of vessels en- 
gaged in this inhuman traffic, the writer says, was 
incredible: he supposed that not fewer than ^00 
sail were on the coast at the date of his letter, ail 
of them fa&t sailors, well manned and armed, and 
many of them owned by Americans, though under 
foreign flags. The Cyane had been constandy 
chasing night and day since her arrival upon the 
coast| and sometimes bad several slave-ships in 
sight at the same time. 

The Subscribers have already been informed, 
that the French flag is prostituted to the protec- 
tion of the Spanish slave-trade^ which has now 
ceased to have any legal existence. This fact is 
confirmed by receot iotelligence from the Havannab, 
which represents the slave trade there as in a 
very flourishing state, and as chiefly carried on 



under the fjog of Frao/ce. The Directors have 
repre$eqtp4 tb^ circucmtanfce to hord Ca^tlwagfei, 
who agreed with them that such proceedinj^a w48EP 
in violation, not only of the engagenaenls of Franc<i, 
but of the {re^ty between Gre^^t Britaia and Spain 
for the aboUtipn of the slave tf ad^ ; tb»t Spain 
should be cMpi upon to fui^l her eqgagiinients by 
effectually guiirding a^ajnst s*i<;h e^n abuae^ 

The period for the ab<^kion of tlte slave trade 
by Portugal retniMins still undetermined*, altliough 
various discussions have talking plttce respecting: k 
betw!^ the British and Poriuguese GiOvemaient^.

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Ijty of thig trade could not fail to generate, much 
of the difficulty which has occurred to the British 
Government, in their representations on this sub-* 
ject to foreign powers, is to be ascribed. 

For the purpose of throwing light on the present 
state of the slave trade, and of the measures taken 
to effect its abolition, one of the Directors, Mr. 
William Smith has recently moved in the House of 
Commons for the production of a variety of docu- 
ments ; and his motion having been agreed to, a 
great mass of intormation is about to be laid upon 
I be table of that House. The Directors hope to 
be able to communicate the substance of it, if 
no in the Appendix, at least in a supplemental 
Report, to be published as soon after this {leport 
as possible. 

The Directors have learnt, that during the last 
year a differejst system has been adopted, by the 
employmecit.of smaller vi^ssels, for the suppression 
of the slave trade at ^e I^le of l^rance, which; has 
been fittende^ ^witb the most bene^iai resulji?; 
aod. that by thU means, as well as by the great 
exerticm^ of. Governor farq^hfur, the -slave trade 
bflMl^ beeo gr^tly diminisbed i£ oqt entirely sup- 
praised at the Mauritius. It is also said, that 
thrc^gh th^ influence of thi^t, gentkrofm, the chief 
of Mada]^|u»car has been induced to adopt decisive 
measures to prevent the sale of slaves by hisi 
subjects. The Directors look anxiously for dc- 
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tails on this subject. It has been a source of 
gr6at satisfaction to them to learn that the Gover- 
nor of the Isle of Bourbon, General Mylius, has 
been cordially disposed to concur with the Go- 
vernor of the Isle of France in such measures as 
j?ere liktiy to tend to the effectual suppression of 
the slave trade in those seas. 

A considerable slave trade appears also to be 
carried on along the whole extent of the eastern 
(:oast of Africa, to the nortMard of the British 
possessions. 

The Directors have recently been favoured with 
^ yery interesting memoir on this subject, containing 
Retailed information respecting that brancli of this 
trade which is carried on at Zanzebar or Zanquebar, 
an island situated on the eastern coast of Africa, in 
the latitude of between 5 deg. 40 min. and 6 deg. 
30 min. S., and the longitude of 39 deg. 46 min. £. 

This memoir, which will be found in the 
Appendix ^9 has led the Directors to adopt such 
measures for the purpose of remedying the evils 
which it has brought to their view as th^y are not 
without hopes may lead to a favourable result. 
Their expectation of ^eing some beneficial chAOge 
effected in tbi» quarter is increased by the circum- 
^taiK» that Captain Thompson, a member of this 
Institution, having been left at Ras el Kymer on

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Ibe Persian Gulph w».h a body of troops, to act 
as lii^ Sritiah poihicai agent with the Arabian 
tribes in that neigiibourhood, negociated a treaty 
with them in the month of January in 
which^ with an honourable 2eal for the interests 
of hiifxnuiity, he obiained the insertion of the fol- 
lowing article, viz. 

" The carrying off of Slaves, men, women, or 
children, from the ooasts of Africa or elsewhere, 
and the transporting thtm in vessels, is plunder 
and piracy, and the friendly Arabs shall do nof 
ttiing of tbia natm^/' 

This is probably the first instance of the slave 
trade being designated as piracy in any public trlsMty. 

It will gratify the Meeting to be informed, that 
Sir Stamiord KafiHes, the enlightened Governor 
pf tbe island of Sumatra, has recently taken 
yery decMva steps for the total suppression of the 
slave trade, and tbr altimate abolitidn of slavery 
itself, ^thin the Bridsfa territory in that islands 
The pailiculars so honourable to that dlsthlgi^ish^ 
ed Individ^ will be feund in the Appendix 

In the course df the last year the board having 
been informed thsft Scktte slaves were ^ihployed 
in the New Settlemidttts fbrming at the Ca^ of 
Good Hope, and tt)at more were likely to be so 
engai^,^ and there not a^^pearing to be any kws

ur regula^i«'''i. m force tov iliu preveiiUoiv of this 
evil, tb(,Y represented the ineitter to Earl Batburst) 
and received an answer from- his iordsh'p, statiog^ 
that ihe laads upon which it was intended to seUief 
the emigrants, re<^uliy dispatched irom this ccHSBtry 
tu the Cape, formed part of the Witenhage district 
of that colony, of which certain portions have at 
former times been already settled and cultivated. 
That cultivation has been principally carried on* 
by moans of hired Hottentots of free condition ; 
bjt as there are on diflferent ftirms a few dlavesj 
principally artificers^ who have been long* attached' 
to them^.it did not appear practicable ahogether to 
prohibit the employment of tlM» in: die district 
in question. But although sliiMChlabour withiu' 
the district was resorted to only in a very small 
degree, and Lord Bathurst could not entertain any 
apprehension, from the very high pirice of such 
labour in the colony compared with the labour 
of fre^ Hottentotfi, tbali ^e former cmtM gene- 
rally be rensorted to with aay prospect advaiH 
tage ; yet, in order to obviate the possibility of toch 
an occurrence, his lordship undertook to give ah ^ 
instruction to the Governor of the Cape of Gdbd 
Hope to make the cultivation of land by free 
labour, a condition of all grants in future to be 
made in that part of the colony. 

Fearing, however, that the condition of such 
grants might be neglected or forgotten in this, as 
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has frequ.ifiUy Ii'^ppened in other o»jioiu?s, tiie 
Directors have thci!:^br. it absoluleiy necessary to 
obtain a paHiar.ientary prohibition of the state of 
slavery in the New J^'ettlen.jnts ia S ouihera Africa^ 
in conformity with the ;j*^ecetkot already esta- 
blished at Sierra Leone, and «^^ a measure due 
to the principles of the Aboiitio-i, and to the con- 
. btency as well as to the justice and honour of this 
country. They have therefore requested Mr. Wil- 
berforce and Mr. William Smith to prepare and 
move for leave to bring into the House of Com- 
mons, a bill or bills for this purpose. 

The Subscribers will recollect with pleasure the 
success which some years ago attended the efforts 
made in the island of Ceylon*, for the gradual 
abolition of the state of slavery. Similar proceed- 
ings, the Directors are happy to state, have taken 
place at the Malaccas. 

The Dutch Governor of these islands (J. S. 
Timmerman Thyssen), has followed the example 
so laudably set by the British authorities in Ceylon, 
in laying a foundation for the abolition of slavery 
throughout bis government. 

In a speech which Governor Thyss^Bn delivered 
on the 6th December 18I9i (the anniversary of the 
birth of the Crown Prince of the Netherlands), he 
observes, that he had seriously investigated the state

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of the ilttves at Malacca ; and that aii who had been 
clandestinely imported, while the English held the 
place, had been liberated, and th^t those legally 
owned had been registered : and as do slaves^ he 
observes, can henceforth be imported, the degrad- 
ing epithet of slave will soon cease to exist there, 
and men will no longer be brought to the market 
like brote beasts. 

The Governor adds, that he had selected the 
birth-day of his Prince, on which to propose that 
the anniversary of it should be celebmted at 
Malacca, by an eng^tgemient on the part of its 
inhabitants, that slave-children born there on that 
day, and thtncefbrward, should no longer be cor>- 
sidered as slaves, but as free bon!», and at liberty, 
after they shall have attained the age of sixteen 
years, to serve wherever they may choose. 

The Governor, in furtherance of his benevolent 
project, presented such an engagement signed by 
himself, to be kiept open till the close of the year 
1819, for the signature of all those who might 
be inclined t6 approve of this proposal. 

This gentleman's humane and praiseworthy 
example has been followed by all the members 
of the College of Justice, by all the oficers of 
the Government, civil a* well as military, by the 
Missionstries contiected with the Anglo-Chinese> 
College, and by the chief inhabitants of Maiaeca. 

The Dutdi Governor has also turned his atten- 
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tion to the case of those debtors who, agreeably 
to a practice which exists at Malacca, had bound 
themselves with their children to their creditors, 
until their debts should be liquidated ; an event in 
many cases impossible, as the debtors are allowed 
only food and clothes for their labour, and thus 
not only the original debtors, but their offspring, 
have been frequently reduced to a state of inter- 
minable slavery. 

With a view lo the adoption of a similar mea- 
sure of enlightened benevolence for the gradual 
abolition of slavery at the Cape of Go^ Hope, 
the Directors have been led to appoint a committee 
for tbe express purpose of endeavouring to prevail 
upon the settlers there, to follow the highly honour- 
able example set by their friends and countrymen 
in Ceylon and Malacca, in adopting regulations 
wiib a view to the eventual extermination of slavery. 

Measures conducive to the same end have also 
been adopted in the island of St. Helena. 

By the Act for abolishing tbe slave trade passed 
by tbe British Parliament in 1807, bounties were 
assigned to the captors of slaves that might be 
condemned as tbe properly, either of the subjects 
of hostile states or of those of Great Britain. But 
this provision does not extend to the case of slaves 
taken and condemned under the treaties of recipro- 
cal search and detention made with Spain, Portugal, 
and the Netherlands. It is therefore manifest,. 
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that British officers on this service, acting oa their 
own responsibility, may frequently be subjected 
to heavy pecuniary penalties in case of any 
erroneous detention, while they are deprived of 
those advantages from the seizure of vessels justly 
liable to condemnation, which would at the same 
time compensate them for this risk, and afford 
them an adequate motive to exertion. 

Under these circumstances, the Directors have 
thought themselves called upon to represent to his 
Majesty *s Government the necessity of granting 
bounties to captors for slaves condemned under 
those treaties ; and they are led to hope that mea- 
sures will be taken for that purpose. 

The Directors derive great satisfaction from 
being enabled to state to the Meeting, that the 
colony of Sierra Leone continues in a state of 
progressive improvement. In July last, Sir 
Charles MacCarthy, the Governor, transmitted to 
the Institution a return of the population of the 
colony, taken towards the beginning of that month; 
and also a return of the imports, and exports of 
the preceding year 1819*. 

By these returns, which are given at length in 
the Appendix -f, it appears that the total amount 
of the population of the colony, on the 8th July

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18^0, was i'2,5^\, giving an increase, since a 
fbroier census* in December 1818, of ^9S6 per- 
soQs, including 9^3 liberated A^icans iamied at 
Sierra Leone from slave vessels, eighty- five per-* 
90iid sent thither from Barbadoes, and the dis* 
charged soldiers of two West- India regiments, 
and of the Royal African corps, amounting with 
their families to 1030 individuals. The remainder 
of the increase, therefore, amounting to 898, must 
be made up by birth9 in the colony, and by the 
voluntary migration of natives coming thitiier for 
employment or protection. 

The number of marriages in the colony from 
the 1st January 1819, to 6th July 1820, amounted 
to 455: the number of births during that time 
were, males 299, females 272 ; and the number of 
baptisms during the same period, were 1260. 

The total number of persons in a course of 
education at Sierra Leone, in July last, amounted 
to 2097. 

For the particulars of the improvement in the 
trade of the colony, the Directors must refer to 
the Appendix'!". 

A bill has recently been introduced into Parlia-

ment by the King's Minislersi, for transferring the 
forts on the Gold Coast of Africa, from the ma- 
nagement of the African Company to that of his 
Majesty. These forts are to be placed under 
the general superintendance of the Government 
of Sierra J^onej and to be regulated by the 
same liberal and philanthropic principles wkb 
that establishment. i 

Letters received from the Bahamas lead the 
Directors to fear, that the regulations with respect 
to slave-mariners and domestics, contained hi the 
Act of the 46th Geo. III. cap. 52, open a wide 
door to fraud. Their correspondent informs themi 
th«t many slaves have, to his knowledge, been sent 
as mariners or domestics, in Britbh vessels, bound 
to the United States, and have never returned ; 
and there seems reason to believe that a still 
greater number have been carried off in American 
vessels trading to the Bahamas. 

Accounts received from Antigua state, that iri 
consequence of the benevolent exertions of some 
individuals, subscriptions had been raised in the 
town of St. John's (the capital of the island), 
sufficient to enable the Committee of the Wesleyan 
Sunday-school Institution to erect, at Parham 
Town, a school-house calculated to hold 1000 
scholars. 

This school, it appears, was opened towards the 
middle of the last year, with about TOO slave- 
children from estates adiaccnt to the town. There 



arc besidebi Uvo Snndii^-schooU esitabi^slied in 
St. John's coivaected with the Parham liciiool, 
and one at East Harbobr independent cf it. 

Several Sunday-schools have also been esta- 
blished in that island by the London Church 
Missionary Society ; and the Directors trust that 
similar institutions will become ijeneral in the 
different West-India islands. 

The state of the public business during the 
past year has prevented due attention from being 
paic. to the important subject of a more efficient 
registration of slaves in the different British 
colonies where slavery is tolerated. It is a subject, 
however, of which the Directors have by no means 
lost sight, and which they hope soon to be able to 
prosecute with effect. 

Another important matter which has occupied, 
and will sti^' occupy, the attention of the Directors, 
is, the state of those captured slaves, who, under 
the opeiration of the Abolition Act, have been 
apprenticed for terms not exceeding fourteen years, 
and a considerable number of whose apprentice- 
ships have either already terminated or will soon 
come to an end. 

The wish of the Directors is, that such a plan 
may be devised and adopted by Government as 
may seem best calculated for securing the freedom, 
and promoring the temporal and moral interests, 
of tticdO f nfranchised persons, when their respec- 
tive terms of servitude shall have expired. 
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By accourta received from America, oi the date 
of December last, it appears that t!ie question of 
the admission of the New btate of Missouri into 
the American Union had again been agitated in 
the Legislature of that country, and, after passing 
the Senate, had been rejected in the House of 
Representatives, by 93 votes to 79. Tlie Directors 
are not fully apprized of the circumstances under 
which this reversal of the decision of the former 
session of Congress has taken place, nor wliat 
will be its. precise bearing on the interests of the 
Abolition, and the ultimate exclusion of slavery 
from that vast liact of country. 

The Lis^.itution has recently been favoured 
with a copy of the Third Annual Report of the 
American Society for colonizing the Free People 
of Colour of the United States : several extracts 
from whmh will be found in the Appendix*. 

The zealous and active interposition of that 
Society had succeeded, not only in preventing a 
number of Ne^^roes who had been caj Ted under 
the American Abolition Acts from being sold as 
slaves, but had likewise obtained an Act of Con- 
gress to be passed in March 1819, by w hich the 
sale of persons in such circumstances is prohi-

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bitfxl in future ; and a foundation h laid for their 
restoratioo to their native country at tb^ expense 
of the NatioHal Govern loent. 

This Act, the Managers observe, by supplying 
the defects of pre-existing laws, and imposing new 
restraints upon a cruel and disgracefnl tralBc, 
sheds a ray of light cheering to hunf\anity, on the 
expiring moments of tlie fifteenth Congress, and 
elevates the Americao character in the estimation 
of the world. 

The Meeting has been already apprieed, that an 
A rneriean squadron has been stationed on the coast 
of Africa for the purpose of seizing and bringing 
to adjudication such American vessels as may be 
found violating their Abolition Laws. It is but 
justice to the officers employed in this service to 
remark, that they appear to have exerted themselves 
in the most laudable manner to accomplish the 
objects of their commission, and iheir success has 
been considerable. It is a pleasing proof of their 
zeal in the cause of Lumanity, that they have 
established a system of amicable communication, 
not only with our naval officers stationed on the 
A6*ican coast, but also with the authorities at 
Sierra Leone, with a view to the more effectual 
discovery and apprehension of American contra- 
bandists. 

With respect to the plan of planting a colony 
in Africa with Free Blacks from the LTnited States, 
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the Ao^^ricaa ^itty observe in th«ir Report, 
Uiftt to far iA ibek sebetm from being injiipdraciH 
eaiUe, that one resembling it, io res/^csepk was 
aeeoiopUshed a puivale aocie^ m £a§^ui<i 
QEiore tbaft Ibirty years ago ; and tbat, in despite 
txf exery represesitation to the coBtrary, the 
citlouy of Sierm Leoae boasts, at this iBomeBt, 
a g^ter degree of prosperity ttian dktingoisbed 
§»y <we of the British oolooiea, nom the United 
States of x^merica, at the same period after its 
flrii; establibbiQcati 

The |M^atioii« tbey add, of S^a Leooe ; ito 
^maaamce mki oaarigaUun ; ehurcbes, sehoob, 
and eb«ritafale io^tUutioQS ; it&tqwiis and he«leta ; 
it3 edi&cei, publie and privala, aurpaas those of aKy 
one of these States at any time, within twenty-five 
years from its drst settiembot 

The hopes of success derived by the Americaa 
Sodety from this cooclusive experiment, l^ave led 
ihen to form the ^oject of a similar qstat&hr 
sient oo an extensive scale ; hut for the particu- 
lars of their plan, and of the reasons ivhich have 
iofinenoed them in adopting it, the Dire<;tors must 
again refer to the x4ppendix. 

In the mean time, the Directors are concerned 
to learn that a small settlement which this Society 
had attempted to form on the river Sherbro, about 
fixty miles wuxh of Skrra Leone, has not 
with th^ success which was at £rst hoped he. 

9 
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Botb the site of the settlement, and the season for 
forming it, were injudiciously chosen ; and the 
consequence was a great mortality of the persons 
employed there, and a suspen'-ion of the design 
for the present. The Directors trust that the 
attempt may be renewed under more favourable 
circumstances, and in a situation affording a wider 
field for their operations. Some farther obser- 
vations on this subject will also be found in the 
Appendix. 

The Society of Friends in this country, which 
has been amongst the oldest and steadiest pro- 
moters of the Abolition of the Slave Trade, as being 
contrary to every principle of religion and morality, 
again took up the subject at their last Annual 
Assembly in London, and with their accustomed 
liberality and zeal recommended to tljcir brethren 
throughout the kingdom, to enter into annual 
subscriptions to be appropriated in the way that 
might appear to be best adapted for the ultimate 
and entire abolition of the trade throughout the 
world. The Directors have been informed, that 
in consequence of this proceeding, several sub- 
scriptions have already been entered into, and that 
they are likely to increase. 

These funds, the Directors have no doubt 
will be so administered, in conjunction with the 
general income of the Institution, as to promote 
the ultimate attainment of their great common ob- 
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jecl — ihe total suppression ol the slave trade — as 
an esbt'iitial preliminary to the improvement arid 
civilization of Africa. 

The following is the annual account of the 
receipts and disbursements of the Institution for 
the year 1820, from which it appears that the 
total receipts amount to little more than half the 
sum which they reached in 1819 : hut the Direc- 
tors derive some satisfaction from being able to 
state, that this difference arises, not from any 
defalcation in the amount of the annual subscrip- 
tions, but from a diminution in the sums contri- 
buted as donations ; the annual amount of which 
musl always be liable to considerable fluctuations.

Observations on the Slave Trade carried on at 

Za?izebar. 

The slave trade is carried oo along ihe whole extent of the 
east coast of Africa, wherever there is a harbour, or ao an- 
chorage, in which vessels can tragic with safely; but I se- 
iect one spot as peculiarly calling for the attention of the 
African Institution, and the British Government. 

The island of Zanzebar, or Zingebaus (as it is called by 
the natives), is situated between the latitudes of 5 deg. 
40 min. and G deg. 30 min. south, and between 39 and 10 
deg. east longitude. It lies in a direction nearly N.J^i. K. 
and S. S. W. and is distant from fifteen to twenty miles from 
the continent. 

The appearance of this island, on approaching it, is vprv 
beautiful. It is generally low, but rises towards the centre 
into gentle eminences, richly clothed by nature and display- 
ing, in many parts, the richest cultivation. 

From March to September, the rains perennially fall; but 
during the other months of the year, there t.re occasional 
showers, which uniting with the waters of numerous springs 
form several fertilizing streams flowing in various directions 
throughout the island, and preserve a delightful picture of 
never-fading verdure. 

Towards the coast the soil is generally light and sandy; 
but at a little distance inland, it is composed of a rich 
black mould. Cocoa nuts abound, and nothing can exceed 
the profusion and excellence of the fruits which it yields ; 
such as pine-apples, mangoes, oranges, bananai, plantains, 
lemons, limes, citrons, and pomegranates. 

The sugar-cane is extensively.cultivated ; bit used, as in 
most parts of India, in its law state.

The harbour and coasts of the is'and yield abundance o' 
delicious fish of great variety. 

Th? population is computevl to be 200,000, consisting of 
natives, Netjro slaves, and Arabs ; the last not amounting to 
more than 2000, the slaves to about 150,000; some consi- 
derable Arab and native landholdors possessing each from 
200 to 400 of these unfortunate bein{j;s. It is comparatively 
happy for them, wlien their lot is cast in the service of an 
Arab, who is justly famed for his mild treatment of his 
elftves. 

He allows him a small habitation on his estate, exacting 
from him moderate labour, while the fertile soil yields him 
omple means of subsistence with little trouble. 

The poor Negro therefore, under an Arab master, ap- 
pears to enjoy ease and content. 

Numbers unhappily are differently situated ; and the ac- 
count given by Captain Smee of the East-India Companv** 
Marine, who visited the island in 1011, is sufficieot to 
harrow the hardest heatt. 

A considerable number of merchants from Cutch and 
Scind occupy the best houses in the town of Zanzebar, 
engross the greatest part of the slave trade, and form the 
most opulent part of the community. 

The slaves are brought to the markel-place early in the 
dny ; but the principal exhibition commences abont three 
or four o'clock in the afternoon. 

They are ranged in a line, composed of both sexes, and 
all ages, beginning with tiie least and increasing to the rear, 
according to their size 

To set them off t best advantage, their skins are 
cleaned and burnislicvi with oil, their facts painted with 



icC and wb'te slrifce^, tin m wooli) hair plasltied aucl Ijllt-J 
willi a yellow powtier^ csJccuk vJ uniong poor credtures 
»s a mark <*f beauty and <,legance, their hands and feet oriia- 
meiited wi toga aud braceletit, and round their ioioa is 
wrapped a »*«w striped or plain coloured cloth. 

At the head of the file staeds the proprietor, and oo eacfi 
side two or three of Iva domestic slaves armed as a guard. 

Thus arranged, the procession begins, and passes through 
the market-place and principal streets; the owner in a sort 
of a song sounding the good qualities of his slaves, aud pre- 
claimiog the prices that he had been offered for iheui. 

When one of them strikes a spectaior'ti fauc^, the line i.s 
baited ; and an examination ensues, which for minuteness lis 
not equalled in any cattle- market in Eurofie. The pur- 
chaser first ascertains that there is no defect in the facul- 
ties of speech or hearing, and takes the assurance of the 
seller, that ihe slave neither snores nor grinds his teeth in 
his sleep, which are deemed great objections, and theu he 
proceeds with his examination. 

The mouth and teeth are inspected, and afterwards every 
part of the body in succession, not excepting those parts 
which a sense of decency in the most savage tribes conceals 
from view, and which perhaps the very slave so inspected 
would not expose without a blush, which the lighter cheek 
of his future master could not display. 

After this, he is made to riin ; and if there be no defect in 
the limbs, and no indication of any disease, the bargain is 
concluded. 

At the close of the day the wretched beings who have 
been sold are stripped of their decorations and sent to the 
beuies of the purchasers. 

Women with infants hanging at their breasts, and others 
feeble from age, sre thus seen raarsballed and driven about 
tbe streets. 

Some groupea had been so ill fed that their bones ap- 
peared as if they w-^uld penetrate the skin. Children of 
six years' old were sold for four, five, and six dollars. The 
value of a prime slave was about fifty, and that of a young 



f^ifl silly dollars. Wonieii with inliinttf did not fetch so Ikigk 
ci prict' as those withouf llu na. 

When a slave dies, his hooy is oft* o allowed to putrify on 
the beach; not a rag of cloth nor handful of earth bemg 
iaid over it. In consequence of this disgusting and revoif 
ing practice, the stencii about the town is intolerable; and, 
co-operating with the noxious effluvia arising from decayed 
vef^etable matter, which floats down the stream in the rainy 
season, together with the filthiness of the iow houses aod 
narrow streets, tends to produce fevers and dysenteries 
which make dreadful ravages among the inhabitants. 

In this, may noi the hand of Providence be seen rendering 
the very objects of their cupidity the means of tbeir destrae- 
tion t 

The various tribes of slaves brought annually to ZanKebar 
for sale — and of which 10,000 are suppoied to J»e sent 
annually to India, Muscat, Bourbon, and the Isle of France — 
Could not be accurately described. 

They are brought from the continent, some, three nontfas* 
journey from the- coast : these arc called Mechmacries, and 
their country furnishes ivory and gold. 

The Meechcoos arc two months in coming. 

The Mee-a-hoo, fifty days. 

The Mee-geer-doo, one month. 

The Gooroo, fifteen days. 

The Doai, ten days, and are said to be cannibals. 

The Jiggiea, four days, and the Morjeeir-bana, three. 

These are only a few of the different tribes who inhibit 
the country, directly inland front Zansebar; the interior of 
which is represented to be extremely fertile, and abounding 
with cattle and elephants. 

The town of Zanzebaris situated on the Soutb-West side 
of the island : it is large, and chiefly composed of huts. 
The few store-houses which arc seen, belong to the merchants 
from Cntcb, Scind, and the Arab residents. 

The fort, which was of Portuguese construction, it « 
square building, with a tower at each corner, and a battery 



Ill di\ oulwork lowanis the iea ; m uhicii are mounted four 
ui five ijiiiis uf lartrt* calibre, aini of French manufacture. 

The harbour of this beautiful i^iand, is capacious and 
c'xcelleot. The tides rise between !wo aiid three fathofos, 
and at a smalt expense, docks might be constructed, caj>able 
of admittini; oUips o't the largest burthen. 

The sovereignty of the island beh)ngs to the loiaum of 
Muscat, who app;>n.ts at pleasure the Hakoem or Governor, 
bis Vizier, and three or four ofticers, who coillect the customs, 
but maintains oo cVscriplioii of milit»ry force. 

The Hakeem's slaves, amounting to about 500, are all 
armed, and serve as soldiers. He faimseif is an euouch- 
slave of the Imaum. His ruling pa&sioci is the lovr of 
power ; for the preservation of which he lives like a beggar, 
his savings and extortions being transmitted to Muscat as 
the price of bis situation. The people who live undor his 
government despise and detest him. 

The trade here (ai at roost of the ports on iihe East coast of 
Africa) is chiefly in the hands of the Arabs from Muscat and 
Maculia, and of adventurers from Scind, Cutch, and Surat. 

The principal imports are Surat and Cambay cloths, to 
the value of twelve lacs of rupees annually; cotton, lieads, 
sugar, grain, iron and lead. 

The exports consist of slaves, ivory, rhinoceros's hider 
and horns, cowries, wax, turtle-shells, &c. 

The value of the duties annually collected, were com- 
puted to be 16d,0©6-doHitfsr tmtiibe T&te ptmfi* frve^tr 
cent. 

The ordinary annual nett revenue derived by the Imaum 
from this possession, is 60,000 dollars ; but levies of money 
are frequently made upon the inh&bitanis on various pre- 
tences: and when. Captain Smee was there, a ship arrived 
from Muscat, with a demand of 25,000 dollars, for the 
avowed purpose of enabling the Imaum to resist the en- 
croacbmenif of the Wababees; but the real object was sup- 
posed to be, to purchase a cargo for the very ship that 
brought the demand. 
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All n JiiiiH>nii! tat vtaj idiiiied lately imposed ; and (he yfun- 
cipal m*'n o^ iLe <'iitiicl were ordered to collect it, and held 
re&ponsible for its payment^ at a stated period, under pain 
of imprisoomeiit. The Surat traders were oa Uiis oc^&siofi 
called upon to contribute 3500 dollars «s their quota ; but 
Captain Smee very properly afforded then that protection 
to which the? were entitled from a British officer, and 
remonstrated with the Hakeem on the injustice of deaiaodtnji[ 
any thing from these peaceable traders beyond the established 
duties of the port. 

In March 1811, wrhen titat officer Has at Zanarbar with 
tMTO of the East-India Company's cruizers, there were lying 
ill the harbour, for the purpose of commerce, ^ vessels of 
di^erent sizes, containing about 10,()00 tons. 

In addition to these, numerous small coasting craft, are 
rontioually arriving and departing. In some seusoni 100 
large Dhows have arrived therefrom India and Arabia. 

It must be very evident from what fcas been already 
stated, that the slave trade is not necessary to the prosperity 
of this island ; that the commercial spirit of the place, if 
rightly directed, would find its best interest in the pursuit 
of uther objects. The articles of Import and Export, of 
which a part has been enumerated, abundantly shew that 
a very lucrative commerce might be prosecuted uutatsted 
by the guilt of that nefarioua and inhuman traffic. Along 
the whole range of the Eastern Coast there will not be fonnd 
a port b^rttr roany adrantage^ lo iiivnTiig"to ciSmiileraal 
enterprise. 

Jt ought then to excite equal astonishment and regret, 
that an extensive and populous island, so richly giAed by 
nature, and so admiraMy adapted for commer/i'e, the great 
and successful means ot civilisation should be subjected t« 
the dominion of a petty Mohammedan State, which at the 
distance of 2000 miles rules it with a contemptible band of 
slaves, whilst it is unable to defend its own terriforits and 
commerce from the attacks of its neighbours in thePt.sian 
Gulph. 

But the first object that calls for attention, and whieh 
ought to engage the consideration of the British Govern- 
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meat Ml the East, id the abolition of (he &lave trade ; a ined- 
sure. which 1 ate cofitiilent h easy of accoraplishuient. The 
fiLiurp «f Muacsi is «n old and steady ally oi the Ef.st-Iodiu 
Cocoptay; nod of 'hite ye«t*8 ht8 been indebt«>d for bis exis- 
tence £8 a liovtfteign to (heir protectioa. His priocipai »hip 
for war and cotDai«rce was recently buiit in the Compativ's 
dock-yard at Bombay; and all his applications for snppiies 
from the arsenal are inmiediateiy ^nted. 

Indeed, tbe intifnacy between the Innatmi, and the Bombay 
Governor, has been such, and the confidence of this Mohaoi- 
oiedan io Ciwi^ian benevole!>c« so great, that he has (con - 
trary to ail usage) been in the practice of sending his sister, 
to whom he was much attached, annually to Bombay with a 
large suite, there to pass some months for the benefit of her 
heajth. 

The British Government, therefore, have only to express 
to the Imaum their desire, that the slave trade at Zanzebar 
^lould cease ; aod I am coniiden?, that he would readily 
eiiter into a treaty with tbem for that purpose, and as rendily 
agree, that the Eist-Iodia Ccrmpany'a vessels of war should 
enforce its execution. 

At all events the trial should be attempted, and a begioning 
■ede to free the Eastern Coast of Africa, from the drea«lftil 
'sc««ifge v^th wbieh it eontioues to be afflicted. 



The Board haTin«: comnmnicated above memoir on 
thejdase Itaikuf Zanzfibajulo the Honourtxhlt the Court of 
Directors of the East India Company, a correspondence has 
taken place with that distinguished body, wMch 'wHi doubt- 
less prove as gratifying to the members of the Institation 
generally, as it has been to the Board. The Dhrectors have 
tlherefore resolved' to subjoin to the Memoir a copy of that 
correspondence, which they were prevented from more dis- 
tinctly noticing in the body of the Report, as it had not been 
bronglrt to a conclusion until after tfie period of the annual 
meeting. 

No. I.— Copy of a Letter from tbe President, Vice-Presideuts, and 
Directors of the African iBstituiion, addressed to the Chairman 
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of the Henonrable the Coort of Director* u*' the 
Compmy ; dated AtricMU InsUtuUon, 20th of March> l6Vkl. 

Sir, — We, the PresideDt, Yice-Preaidents, and Dirtctors of 
the Africfin Institutioo, have the honour to ubimt your 
notice, and that of y©ur hooourable Court, a cop^ of a 
memoir communicated to us, respecting the slave trade 
carried on at Zanzebar, on the east coast of Africa. 

In addressing the rulers of British India on this subject, 
we are aware that their humane policy uit,s, alirtadj prohi- 
bited all exportation or importation of slaves along the 
shores of tlieir extensive dominions. But it appears that on 
the opposite side of the Indian ocean, and along the eastern 
coast of Africa, the slave trade still prevails to a great ex- 
tent ; and in particular, that the fertile and beautiful island 
oC Zanzebar on that coast, though capable of maintaining 
uu ample legitimate commerce, is made the theatre of a 
large and active traffic in human beings, attended with all 
its customary* horrors. 

This island is represented to be under the Government of 
tiie Imaum of Muscat,, a chief who has experienced, and still 
enjoys, the favour and protection of the East-India Com- 
pany. And we have ventured to hope, that if the evils which 
the slave trade inflicts on eastern Africa, and particularly 
on a detached portion of it, ruled by an ally of the East- 
India Company, were brought distinctly under the view of 
those who manage its atliairs, the beneficent principles which 
have actuated tlicm i^ the government of their owu domi- 
nions, might induce them to interpose their powerful media- 
tion with the Imaum of Muscat for the entire abolition of 
the slave trade at Zanzebar. 

This hope has been greatly strengthened by the circum- 
stance, that in a treaty recently entered into with the chiefs 
of some Aiab tribes inhabiting the borders of the Persian 
Gulph; the political agent of the East-India Company 
(Captain Thompson) has procured the insertion of an article, 
in which those chiefs agree to stigmatize the slave trade as 
piracy, and to abstain from the practice of it in future. 

The solicitude felt bv the Africaiv Institution, to induce

buppression. We have therefore derived peculiar satisfac- 
tion from the treaty to which we have alluded, in which the 
Eadt-India Company has taken the lead in the practical 
recognition of this most important principle. 

Whetheir it woqld be possible to induce the Imaum of 
Muscat to assent to a similar provision, is a point which we 
will do no more than barely suggest to your consideration, 
and that of your honourable Court. Such astipulation, we 
beg leave however to remark, would, in our opinion, add con- 
siderable force to the honourable example which the East- 
India Company has already given to the Governments of 
Europe, of the course which is calculated most effectually 
to advance the interests of justice and humanity, by the 
complete extinction of the slave trade. 

In submitting the whole subject to you, sir, and to the 
Court of Directors of the East-India Company, permit us 
to express ttie perfect confidence which we feel, that no- 
thing which can be done to attain the object we have in 
view will be omitted bv a bodv who have shewn how well 
they can employ their power in promoting the happiness of 
their fellow-creatures.

Sir, -I huve hud the honour to rtct-ive, and to lav before 
the Court of Directors of the East- India Company, the letter 
from your Royal Highness, the Vice-Presidents, and Direc- 
tors of the African Institution, under date the 20th ultimo, 
trausnjitting the copy of a memoir respecting the slave trade 
carried on at Zanzebar, on the eastern coast of Africa, and 
expressing a hope, that the East-India Company may be in- 
duced to interpose their mediation with the Imaum of Mus- 
cat for the. entire abolition of the trade at the above-men- 
tioned island. 

1 ara requested to convey to your Royal Hijjhness, and to 
the Vice-Presidents and Directors of the African Society, 
the expressiou of the Court's most cordial concurrence in 
the benevolent views entertained by the members of that 
Institution. 

In February 1812, the Government of Bombay informed 
the Imaum of Muscat that the traffic in slaves had been pro- 
hibited within the limits of its authority, and also transmit- 
tod a copy of a regulation subsequently passed by the su- 
preme Govemment, adopting the same measures for the pre- 
sidency of Bengal, requesting his Highness to give publi- 
city to the purport of it in his dominions, in order that his 
subjects who should resort to Calcutta might not, by its in- 
fringement, incur the penalties of the ordinance. 

In July, 1815, the Governor of Bombay (Sir Evan Nc- 
pean), with reference to the letter addressed to the Imaum 
in 1812, acquainted his Highness that the traffic in slaves, so 
repugnant to every principle of humanity, had been annihi- 
lated in almottt all the civilized world, and stated that he was 
anxious that a sovereign of his enlightened undei^tanding, 
should nut only be exempt from the imputation of toleratmg 
it, but &bould also b^ve the merit of interdicting it vf'ithm

memoir respecting the slave trade carried on at Zauzeb^r, 
on the East Coast of Afric;>, a copy of which we transmit^ 

We take the earliest opportunity^, in drawing jour «tVen« 
tion to tills communication, of expressing our most cordial 
concurrence in the benevolent views entertained by the res- 
pectable members of that Institution, and of communic^tij^ 
to you our directions, that every means of persuasion nay be 
exerted by you, with the Imaom of Muscat, to induce bjot.io 
abuliah this inhuman tra/!ic withiA his possessions; and con- 
sent to such of his subjects as may afterwards engage in jt 
being considered and treated as pirates. 

The letter upon the subject addressed to the IsuUfS 
by our late Governor in July, 1815, evinced a highly com- 
mendable anxiety on the part of Sir Evan Nepean the 
attainment of this desirable obje^'t ; and we have been both 
disappointed and mortified by not being abie to fiynd upon 
your records any reply from tfae lugauin to that importAOt 
communication. From the friendly terms, faovevf.^ in 
which {he letter addressed by the Imaun to our preACJit 
Governor in Decembei, 1819, is couched, «ve are wiliin^ to 
flatter ourselves with the hope tbat his HigbneKs m^y he 
disposed favourably to listen o a renewed appeal on a 
matter wherein we take so deep an interest, and we feel 
assured Sat you will leave bo prudent means untried to 
obtain from the Imaum the desired concession.

Sir, — I have to acknowledge the rpcfipt ot the letter ot 
the late Chairman of the Kasi-India Company, ot flie 4lb 
uU., and vour letter of the '24th of the same month, inclos- 
ing the copy of a dispatch frouj the Court of Directors 
Id the Guvemnient of Bombay on the subject of the slave 
trade. 

These communications I took the earliest opportunity 
of layin;; before the V^ice Presidents and Directors of the 
African Institution, and it would be ditHcult for roe to ex- 
press in adequate termi the deep and gratifying impression 
which they have made on all our minds. In their name, as 
well as my own, 1 beg to convey to you sir, and to the 
Court of Directors of the East-India Company, our united 
and waroaest acknowledgments for the flattering attention 
yon have been pleased to pay to our representations* and 
for the prompt and decisive measures by which you have 
proceeded to give them effect ; and by which we are en- 
cauraged toexpect, that, through your benevolent exertions, 
we may in time witness the entire extinction of the slave 
trade in many parts of the East where it now unhappily 
prevails. 

The results to which your cordial concurrence in the 
views of ihe African Institution has now enabled us to look 
forwarii with sanguine hope, if produced through your in- 
stn;mentality, will extend their beneficial influence far be- 
yond the bounds of British dominion; and will constitute a 
freth and powerful claim on the gratitude, esteem, and at- 
taebment of this country to that distinguished body over 
which you preside.

Extract from a Letter from Sir Stamford Raffies^ 
addressed to one of the Directors of the African 
Institution^ dated Beiicoolen, ^Id^ October y 1820. 

The intrrest which I know vou take in all that concerns 
the extension of civilization, and the kind manner in which 
vou have occasionally noticed tnv humble efforts in furUier- 
ance of this object, induce me to inclose, for your informatimi* 
a copy of the Regulations which I have introduced for the 
e\entual Abolition of Slavery, and the establishiaent of a 
system of free contract and labour in lieu of the rery objec- 
tionable practice of slave-debtors as heretofore recognised. 

Tn a country, where every man may be tr id to be born to 
litigation, and where the system of slave-debtors and of 
slaver)' to the fullest extent, has always been practised and 
recognised by the British authorities, as too intimately inter- 
woven with the Native Institutions to admit of reform : it has 
not been without some difficulty, that I have at length carried 
the native chiefs with me, in the important and decisive cbangie 
which I have now effected. 

Of actual slavery, it may be sufficient to observe, that by 
affording to the proprietors of slaves, the means of reffiune- 
ration for the expense of bringing up the children, I hare 
been able, without injury to what might be deemed private 
property, to establish, that every child bom of slave paiPents 
subsequent to my at-rival, shall have a right to his Ireedoih 
on attaining the age of fourteen y :»«rs. And a« the fiirther 
importation of slaves is now effectually prohibited, the Abo- 
lition may be considered decisive. 

To a person uninformed of the state of society on this 
coast, it is difficult to convey in few words, the tctual con- 
dition of the population. I know not any standard to which 

K 
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I can compare the ppculia? customs and institutions which 
prt vail; and unless you take the trouble of referring to Mafs- 
den's History, and read some of the papt is 1 have occa- 
sionally sent home, 1 despair of inakuig you fully compre- 
hend the advantages which may be conleropiated from the 
change in the system of slave-debtors*. 

By the law of the country, a man m debt lo another, aud 
unable to pay the amouut, gave his services to his creditor, 
and, in certain caset, thote of his family abo : in fact, he 
became a slave, with the only difference, that he could re- 
deem himself by the payment of his debt, or change his 
master by getting another to pay it for him. Under this 
system, a person possessed of capital could obtain whatever 
bands he required, by advancing money on loan, and receiv- 
ing the services of the debtor in return. This state of 
slave-debtor was neither considered a hardship nor a dis- 
grace ; and so far from distress bringing them into debt, it 
was voluntarily entered into by the greater number, as it 
gave them a sum of money for present purposes, and threw 
the burden of their future subsistence entirely on the credi- 
tor. The smallest prospect of advantage, and often mere 
caprice, would induce a slave-debtor to change his master, 
and tell himself to another, so that they were not to be de- 
pended upon by their masters ; and this mode of changing 
and shifting became a species of gambling, in which they 
themselves and their famiiiea were the stake. When once 
much in debt, they abandoned all hope of payment, and only 
thought of the present moment. 

Under such a system, carried to its fullest extent, it may 
be easily conceived that the prices of labour would be fluc- 
tuating and exorbitant : it directly encouraged idleness 
amonj^ the natives, as those who could purchase slave-debt- 
ors did not work themselves, and those who were debtors 
had no interest in their labour. 
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Regulations for the Aboidion of Slavery ^ <§t., at 

Bencoolen, 

Whereas experience having proved that the present 
Bvstcni of slave-debtors is at variance with the principles of 
good government, in as much as it affords the means of 
evading the rules for the suppression of slavery, and en- 
courages a spirit of gambling ai\d idleness, to th« ruin of 
the character and morals of the borrower^ as well as the in- 
terests of the lender, and it being adviseable tb&t a reform 
and revision of the existing regulations should be made, the 
following rules are in future to be observed, with a view to 
the prevention of these evils, and in order to provide for 
the entire suppression of slavery within a ceriaifi definite 
period . 

1st, The principle of that system, by which a man who is 
not able to pay his debt shall give bis service to his creditor, 
is considered equitable under certain limitations ; but the 
practice which has prevailed of making the period unli- 
mited, and the labour of the debtor unavailable towards the 
reduction of his debt, being objectionabU, the practice or 
custom, as heretofore eusting and recognised,, is abolisbeil 
firom and after this date ; that is to say, no creditor shall 
have a right to the unlimited services of his debtor, for any 
debt, or by virtue of any contract or agreement entered into 
subsequent to this date. 

2d, That to provide for the interests of the creditor, it 
be considered a rule of the Pangeran's Court, ^here a debt 
shall be proven, that the debtor be bound to serve bis credi- 
tor for a period of time proportioned to the amount of the 
debt, which period, however, shall in no case exceed ten 
years ; 

That in consideration of the services of the debtor, the 
amount of the debt shall be liquidated at a rate not less than 
ten rupees for every yoar^s service so given : 

That during this period of service, the creditor shall be

of rice, and one rupee (Belango) per month ; 

One Jacket, 

One Sarual,

That in all such cases it be fully understood, that the 
coaditiou of service is obligatory on the part of the debtor, 
who will not be at liberty to thinsrfer his services to another 
during the stipulated period, except with the permission of 
the creditor, or itt rr.jequence of bad treatment, to be 
proved to the dtttisfactibb of the €oDTt. 

That bii the'fhUdfe otf thie debtor to render his sertites 
faithfully under this stipulation, he be con sit! ert^? liable to 
punishment at the (fllcretion of the Cdurt, by fine, not ex- 
ceeding the amount of the debt — imprisonment,not bey end 6iie 
month — or corporal punishment, by Whipping, accordin'g to 
the nature of the tfise ; the fibe to be tommtrted for additional 
service to his master be^ohd the ptridH originally p^tscHbe^. 

iSd, That the same rules shall' ^pply to di t:Ade^ of vohitt- 
tary contract, which heteafiermay be made on the Miiigh^- 
iiig pHncipte; thek^ cohti*acts br agreements, v^lil^l^^ ' thfe 
peribd of licrvlcie is Intended to efceed on^ yeaf, ihust h- 
variably be made in writing, and registered in the iha^^'ti^ffc*k 
office. Tliey m\ik\ bpecify the amount of the adfv^tice rh^dc 
by the creditor on one side, and thtf Mature anfl' p^ridi 'olT 
the service on the other, and it will be the dbt;^ *6f^4jie 
magistrate to ascertain as far )a8 pi*acticabf^, that tli^e dlefetor 
is not previousijr under contract to arty <ithi;r pie^dn; 

4lh, That in drder to prevent fi^ud and cvask>n oh the 
part of those who may receive advances under sucli contracts, 
all persons are prohibited on pain of fine, and Imprisdnrnent, 
from knowingly engaging the services of any iudividaal who 
may be previously under contract to serve another. 

5tb, That in case? where children, from tbe indig^ce of 
their parents, or 6^er'«f!'»e, may be brbngh't up ati^ hiaifctaifced 
by others at Mingherings, these cbildren, on obtairiing the 
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ajte of ♦uuCK^'i .cuji, shah he c(»n«tivlpft <i a« ih bti^r^ tor tin- 
amount of tlu ir previous "hHrgf* am^ iiianUeiiaiice ; such 
ai>*oant of pr?'vious charge Und nitiintohance being i.i all 
cas*'? commuted iot as many "years' service, to be given 
for the benefit of the creditor' after that ige, they have 
beeo years maintain^i At hh efea^^e ahd eX^^nse phjviously. 
It will be incdtttbtnt o» the pVraon, nthlertiiking to mfiiniaiti 
and bring op sitreh childftti; to register th«n in the magis- 
trate's ottice. 

Lastly, In order to provide for the eventual abolition of 
the condition of actual slavery in the territories under the 
immediate authority of the Honourable Company on this 
coast, tije following Rules are established. — 

1st, Ail persons who were actually in the condition of 
slaves on the 20th March 1B18, and who may not since have 
been emancipated, are recognized as such ; but all children 
born of slaves since that date, or who may hereafter be bom 
of slave parents, shall be considered as Anak Mas, and en- 
titled to claim their freedom on obtaining the age of fourteen 
years, on becoming debtors to their proprietors for the 
amount «f their previous subsistence and charge, and com- 
muting the same for a limited period of contract service on 
the principle, and under the limitations above established. 
The amount and period of service to be in all cases fixed by 
the Court, according to circumstances. 

2d, To prevent the possibiUty of addition to the existing 
number of slaves by clandestine importation or otherwise, it 
is declared that no other persons whatsoever beyond those 
now registered, will be recognized as slaves; and that all per- 
sons shall have a right to claim their freedom, on proof that 
they have been imported, or made slaves, and treated as such 
subsequent to this date. 

9d, Persons desirous of emancipating their slaves, shall be 
at liberty to commute their value for a limited period of 
service, on the above principle of contract ; and the slaves 
vho ma;» profit by this indulgence shall be considered as 
viitually emancipated and intitled to the privileges of citiaens 
from the date of their entering into such contract.

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Esfracts from Cojiimodore Sir deorgc R. Colhers 
" Sccotn' Annual Jlfport upon the Settlements on 
the Coc.i;! v f Afrkay' recent Ij/ laid before Parliaifienty 
relative to the Ci^lumf ^f *S'iVrra JLeone. 

" A- !?« my former lieport 1 intruded some remarks upon 
the colony of Sierra I-^qne, I may perhaps have tbt ir Lord- 
ships' excuse in again i^^nturin^ a few more upop ^be same 
subject. Indeed, the colony of Sierrt Leoue has been so 
diflerenjiy representee], W fnueh has been orged a^^iinst its 
rising prosperity, ant! proposals said to ba?« been njvJe for 
its abandonment, that I consider myleif, (a» fin iinpartial 
person,) the one, from whom oj^iajpo i=»tl0 r^ij^rk* ^® 
expected ; and when I declare, that I shall not swerfe in any 
degree froin the plain and simple matter of £af t^ I trust, I 
shall have full credit with their Lordship?, for I can have no 
local interest to bias nae in any way. 

'* I do not presume to suppose, that much uMfoi or novel 
information will be thus laid before tb^ir Lordships; yet 1 
cannot be ignorant, that, as some of tbe suggiestioDi I have 
before offered have been adopted, by directions of his Ma- 
jesty's Government, along the whole line of We«t«rn Africa, 
others may possibly be here fonnd, not altogether unworthy 
of notice, if not of adoption. 

" The climate of Sierra Leone, is, like all other tropical 
climates, divided into a sickly season, and one not positively 
so; for it may be considered too niach to speak of Sierra 
Leone as ever absolutely healthful, Ifeferthelf^ss^ the month 
of December is here bailed with joy and delight by all 
classes of population* whether native of inqported, and whe- 
ther Whites or Blacks. The mortality on my last nemm to 
it, I found not by any means sach as had been repre- 
sented, and certaiuiy not what in the same period had been 
experienced at Jamaica, in proportion to its population. 
Of the non-commissioned officers, howeyer, arriving from 
the West Indies, I believe few escaped; they presumed 
falsely upon what they considered a preparation for the 
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clmiale of Sierra Leone, am. the Jiberiies tliey tuoa, wiih 
their constitutions hastened an event »hicb great care and 
alteiition only can guard against. 

Of the crews of the timber ships visiting Bance Island, 
many died ; for these people, unaided by that relief their Lord- 
ships so properly and hq liberally afford liis Majesty's ships* 
by the ioraluable services of our Krew-men, and unprotected 
by those humaue laws which were formerly ia force, when 
exposed to the same climate, in carrying on the Sla? e Trade, 
by which the master was coDipelled to hire a certain number 
of Krew-ioen, or native Africans, to relie?e bis crew, alike 
from the effects of the sun as from the pouring rains. The 
sailor in tfa« merchant service is now frequently compelled 
to work at all hours, on all days, and in all weather ; and 
lastly^ unfurnished, as the King's seaman is, with a blanket- 
dress, perspiration is Qudcienly checked by a tornado, or the 
periodical rains: fever is thus generated, and death ensues; 
for though medical aid ig within the reach of merchant 
ship^masters, the casas of diseaie amongst their crews are 
seldom sent to ihe Sierra Leone Hospital, till the crisis has 
arrived, and leaves no longer any hope. This is a subject 
I do pfesuroe most earnestly to recommeod to the consi- 
deration of their Lordships. Merchant seamen haya ap- 
pealed to ine, not only at Sierra Leone but to leeward, for 
redress to well-fouodeU cc^mplaints of hard usage and over- 
work; but with the injunction of their Lordships before me 
{in U}« ccMiformity with the petition of the ship-owners of 
I^odot))^ I could only refer the cases of these men to the 
cpnsideration of ihe magistracy of Sierra LiCone, where it 
has seemed to me that private connection or interest with 
the trade had no small influence in the judgment given. 

The complaint of a sailor is too frequently considered 
frivolous, a4 well from his own imper^ct manner of stating 
it, as from the frequency of mixing uoimportatit matter with 
the actual cause. 

The want of a regular hour of meal, a well as of stipu- 
lated rations, is in Africa an almost universal source of 
complaint; and the brutality of a merchant ship-master has 
been such, as to induce the entire crew to desert, and seek 
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protection m the uncertain friendship cf an African savag 
raiher than place ihetr lives at tho mercy of inditidual" 
possessing neither honour nor justice. 

1 turn now to a more desirable subject^, in speak ii g or 
the continued and increasing improvements of F.^t; lown, 
which atiructed my particular nonce, and added to my re- 
■pect for the Governor, whose perseverance and indela- 
tigable exertions, though p.lmo»t onaided and unas^ih.eJ in 
the great and laborious duties be hau to perform, had effected 
more than 1 had thought possible. For it is not merely tc 
the inaprovetnenti of Free Town, nor to the coca forts of the 
resideols, thftt Governor MacCarthy's mind is given, but 
likewise to th« general increase of the colony, by attending 
to the population from ooe extremity of this peninsula to 
the other, by protecting the untutored and ignorant African, 
and giving the most paiient consideration to bis most iBinate 
grievances and waste. 

" in my former Report, I observed, that in public improve- 
ments the persons under surveillance of the law, might, I 
thought, be employed. I was glad to see these people engaged 
in clearing the ground in the immediate neighbourhood of 
iS'-e Town, and in removing the grass and indigo from the 
streets of the town; a measure, which if persevered in with 
^are and attention, cannot fail to he highly beoeBcial to the 
general health of the community ; for after a heavy fall of 
rain, and the son striking on the ground with its vertical 
power, the vapours from the vegetable matter overrunning 
the streets is so perceptible, that in drawing breath I have 
felt I was inhaling a vapour which I could but compare to 
gas from coal. 

" I cannot better mark the rapid vegetation of Sierra Leone 
than by noticing the following circumstance illustrative of it. 
When at Sierra Leone in January 1819, in an unoccupied lot 
of ground in Free Town, where two or three sn.all trees had 
just sprung up, (seedlings of the last year), I was induced from 
curiosity, to measure and mark them in a particular way. 
On my return this year, 1 observed the trees thus marked 
still standing, but their extraordinary increase, made me 
doubt my own correctness ; my initials ob the bark, how- 
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c\ r ren oved aii 'ioubt : they had grown up large trees, 
Hi?<l utr at le«"l tour times their former diameter. 

" SwOi'c ai)d brick buildings are now succeeding the 
wo'K f-n h.)U"<e3 and crazy hut», of which, io former days. 
Free Town was composed : and tho improvement by bridges 
of stone ov£ " tbs r<3ugh and craggy watercourses which the 
torrents bave formed, is very constderable. 

** A ressrvoir is now for»iiiing for aftording a more ready 
supply of water to men of war and shipping, without inter- 
rupting the demand for the town. This, as in my former 
Report I observed, was much wanted : siill an additional 
cotiductor to this supply from the town must be preprred, 
if Free Town continues to increase as rapidly as it has done 
since I have had opportunities of making any obserratious 
upon it. 

"The defensive works have been put into an excellent state, 
and some of the houses for the accommodation of the various 
servants of the colony are nearly completed, and not only 
with a marked attention to neatness, but to the personal 
comforts of individuals destined to occupy them- 

** The church, though a work of great labour, is going on 
with spirit '^nd perseverance; but some time must elapse ere 
it can be opened. The barracks of the officers have been 
much improved, and a commissariat-store is constructing, 
which will shortly be finished, and ought to relieve the 
colony of a considerable annual expense ; but a public 
building for the officer in chief of this department, on a 
government-lot of ground, should follow, rather than allow 
the caprice of individuals to be exercised in the way I ob- 
served it very lately was. 

*' Before I conclude my observations upon the improved 
state of Sierra Leone, it is justice only that disposes me to 
notice the indefatigable exertions of the chief of the medical 
department. Dr. Nicoll. No part of the establishment of this 
colony reflects more credit upon the heads of departments, 
or does more honour to the mother country, than the liberal 
manner in which this branch of public duty is supported in 
England, and conducted at Sierra Leone, And it is not 
merely his professional duties that Dr. Nicoll she*? hi* 
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/.eal Icr the jyuMir s. ivice. His nruvearitd rtsesrcn*.-! ;!s to 
the localitit-'s ui ih»- ■ unt? y, its capabilities aiwi })roUuctio(i3, 
as ucl! Qs 1 ciose m vestigvtiiori into ihe causes of diJM?ase. 
an l die be^l uiode 'f treatment, make his life a most valu- 
able one, and his death or removal would be an irrejjarable 
loss *o the colony. Talent and science, industry and appli- 
cation, are in him conspicuously blended. 

" The comforts and conveniences of the hospital are very 
great; the site is wcdl cho«cn, but the original construction 
was bed, and ibe tlecaying state of the boildiog pron^ises iti« 
speedy dissolution. Every repairing seems to me a doubtful 
remedy; the ret of timber, if not originally well chosen, 
and properly grown, is here increased by the nature of the 
climate ; and as it seems to me, that a new military bospiU;!, 
or the principal parts of a new one, will be necessary, I 
woi?)d sugge^ as an experiment, thai the suppcriing pillars, 
aad some oilier parts, -be made of cast iron, prepared and 
sent from England, which, being fretjuently pa.nted, would 
not only prove more durable, but I am confident econo- 
mical, as to the mil expense. 

*' The incessant employment here given to mechanic;^ 
carpenters and joiners in particular, may be accounted for 
in the never-ending demand for houses, and the necessity of 
gett'mi^ over certain parts of the ^.ork before the setting in 
of tii> psriodical raiofl, so that the price of labour, wbiqh to 
mechanics is generally from tUre o tour shillings a day, 
rises frequently to something most e xtraordinary. 

** Tl:«re is, however, in my conception, an error in the 
general conslruction of many of the public wprks. 

*' From the particularly hilly nature of the ground of this 
colony, scarcely twenty houses stand on a level spot, and it 
frequently happens, that many of the foundations are sapped, 
or the walla disturbed from the want of the precaution of 
having cither an underground drain, or a channel cut to lead 
off the waters which rome pouring down the declivities, 
sapping or destroying the 8tability of tbe building. Tie 
hospital, as well as tbe church at Regent's Town, are strong 
proofs of this. 

The manner iq which the ^^ublic school* ?*r6 liere con- 
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<iu( >,f'.l irf(,'(t? the ^re;i!est creiii! u[jon li^>^e vtMut riUii u\ 
lilt')' p o^perity; p.i'd the iniprt^vemeiU niddf by i-i*^' sciiulars 
proves the apli'ii le of tht Afrit an, if niocU-rate paiiis be 
taken to instruct h:n<. 

" i have atiended places of public worship in every 
quarter ot" the globe, and I do most consrienliou>ly tleciare, 
n( verdid I witness the ceremonies of reiigiori more piously p^-r- 
formed, or raore devoutly attended to, than in Sierra Leone. 

" The inland of St. Mary'o, upon which Bathurst, the 
capiial, !s rising with the same rapidiry that the most 
healthful climate, and most fruitfui ind productive r. wintry, 
could ever desire, i» a barren ?andy spot, in many places 
scarcely above the level of the 9«a ; indeed, a large propor- 
tion of it, 18 evidently thrown up by the forc^ of the serf on 
the sea shore, and :i^jpe?)rs composed of large beds of shell, 
principally the African cockle. The island of St. Mary's 
is divided from the main, by one or two swaimpy creeks, 
which overflow during the season of heavy rains. A dyke, 
however, thrown up to north-west of tb« town (and v?bich I 
understand is proposed) may effectually protect the residents 
from the unpleatant, if not dangerous, predicament, they 
must, in the present rams, be subjected to. Of the health- 
fulness of St. Mary's I am not disposed to say any thing; 
nor would I wish to crush the enterprise of those whom 
circnmstancea have ied to establish themselves upon so sin- 
gular a spot. When an aitempt shall be made to clear away 
the mangrove^ which bounds one aide of the i^iand^ and the 
<iyke proposed, shsiil be completed, it is probable sickliness 
of climate may be considerably reduced. 

** In the meab time, buildings combining ncAtness and 
beauty are appearing ; and though every necessary is ob- 
tained from the opposite shore, yet population is r&ptdiy 
increasing, aod St. Mary's bids fair to rif&l every spot upon 
tbe lengthuned line of coast of Western Africa ia oon»m«rce 
aftd indufrtry. 

** Tb« selection of atKh an officer as the present governor 
(Captain Grant) appeare the beat siteurity to tiie attaio- 
meoft of all desirable objects, which can be hoped for, from 
tbi§ new establishment.

Kxtrncts from the Third Annual Re]K>rt of the Ame 
rican Society far Colonizing the Free People of 
(Colour of the United States. 

" On the ISth day of April last, one of the Vice Presidents 
of the Society communicated to the Managers, an advertise- 
ment from a newspaper printed at Milledgevilie, the capital 
of Georgia, which announced, that there would be offered for 
public sale, in that city, on the 3d day of May, next en- 
suing, thirty-four natives of Africa, who had been captured 
and brought into a port of that state, under the Act of Con- 
gress of the Sd of March, 1 807, end were to be sold under the 
Act of Georgia of the l&ih of Deccaiber, 1817. 

" As the third section of the lafit act recoj^nised the exist- 
ence and purpose of the Americ?.n Colonization Society, and 
authorised their interposition for the relief ot these unfor- 
tunate sufferers, Mr. Mead wis instructed by the Managers 
to repair to Milledgevilie, wi^h the utmost alacrity, in order 
to claim them of the Governor of Georgia, and to provide 
for their restoration to the country from which they had 
been torn Ke arrived in time to arrest the sale, and to find, 
in the joy which this unexpected relief carried to the bosoms 
of these injured people, an ample reward for the labour ot 
his journey : a reward in which the Managers, and the 
Society, cannot but feelingly participate. 

" While on this subject, the Managers congratiilate the 
Society on the passage of the Act of Congress of the 3d of 
March, 1S!9, by which the authority is revoked, they trust 
for ever, under which the above sale was advertised; and a 
foundation laid for the future restoration of those unfortunate 
persons, whom the African Slave Trade may cast o.t the 
American shore, t© their native country, at the expense of 
the National Government. 
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*' This a ', by s!ir)j»!y>ng the (itif'-crs of {)rt-cxi!,urig lawi 
an<i aiposi'i^ I't-^ restraints upon a cru» l and disgrace Tul 
tratVu, sticd ;\ rav ot licrht, dear to humanity, on the expiring 
Hjoj^ienis iii' the fiftcemh Congress, and elevated the Anie- 
' Kvtn character in the estimation of the world. 

Vroin a late Message of the President of the United 
Staiis to Congress, it will be seen, that a construction has 
been given to this act, which, while it coraports with the 
obviou:? intention of its fraraers, is calculated to ensure its 
prompt ind vigorous execution. The Agents, who arc about 
t;> r<<pair to the Coast of Africa, will not only provide for 
iinr safe return of the released captives; but it is to be 
hope<<, that they will carry with them instructions to report 
to the proper authority of the United States, from time to 
time, the names of such American vessels, with their officers 
and crev»3, as frequent the Western Coast of Africa, in order 
to prosecute this illicit trade. The facts contained in the 
Appendix lo the second Aoniial Report,, show their number 
to have been great, and the enhanced price of the victims of 
their cupidity, together with their own past impunity, fur- 
nish too much reason to fear, that this number has been 
since greatly augmented. 

The Managers do not hesitate to pronounce on the utter 
impracticability of terminating this national dishonour by 
any etTorts confined to the territory and shores of the United 
States. The latter are not only too extensive, but indented 
by too many inlets for smuggling, to be successfully watched 
by a few revenue cutters. And humiliating as must be the 
confession, there are, in our own bosom, individuals, who are 
ever ready to afibrd an asylum to the vicious agents, and 
to withdraw from the protection of the laws, the abused 
subjects of this detestable commerce. 

" The Society must be gratified to learn, from a late Re- 
port of the Secretary of the Navy, that, in pursuance of the 
Act of the last Congress, a respectable squadron is preparing 
for the Western Oast of Africa, which will shortly unfurl, 
in the cause of humanity, a banner already illustrated by the 
triumphs of valour. 



" No iruth !M ijioif Mjsceptibif. ol iiiuu^i rntion, tJiiih th.tt 
the Atriean Siavt 1 rH»li' can oe r MnuMual^ii only wf)tf»' ic 
originate", iiK*, ua*it it cxis!* iis prc-t^im «;xt.«'ai, ail hope 
Is vaai of ihc tuiuif iiit'hj;fation ot ihe coiulitjoi* oi ihat 
continent, or the proiifjt-ruy of aisv roiuny vwhicii may be 
planted oil :ir huherlu de^oiaied shores. 

" Whiit the Society propose to do with regard to colo- 
nizing, is, to procuir' a 8u»tabW lerriiory on the Coast of 
Africa, for such of the free people of colour a» may choose 
to avail iheroselves of this asyiu.i), and for such slaves a» then 
proprietors may pWase to enjancjpate; and khey pyrpase, 
moreover, to furnish the mean* of transporting the eraigranta 
to Africa, or to enlarge the means which they i»ty tbera* 
selves provide. 

** So far is this scheaie from beir^ impraciicabie, that one 
re^mbling it in all respect*, was accoa>pli*hed by a private 
Society in England, more than thirty years ago. In despite 
of every repre^t^nsation to the coutrary, tbe colony of Sierra 
Leone boasts, ai this moment, a greater degree of prosperUy, 
tbaii distinguished any one ot tlie British Colonies, now tbe 
United States of Ameriga, at the same period after its first 
plantation. The population of Sierra Leooe; its commeree 
and naiigg^tion ; its ch^rches^ acbools, and charitable inf»ti- 
tutioiis^ its towns and hai«let«; it* edifice* public aod 
j^rivaie, surpasii tbofe Qf ai\y one <>f these ftatfs, at any time, 
within twenty -^w years from iU first s£tt!ei8ient^ In a (t^w 
ipppAhs, most certainly within the presont year, the prac- 
Vlqability of fouuding a similar colony^with mucU better and 
more i^bundant materials, wiU tested by actual e:xperi- 
mi^nt. The free persons of colour o£ New York. Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Hichmomi, P^er&bwrgh, aod Chwlestoo, 
who are preparing to remove to ACricft, wiM y w4d in morfti 
character to no popalatioii of the sawo complexioe which 
th*y may leave behind. Hgid the Society cdnapeteot funds* 
ti^ere similar ma^eriids already oSercd to the Managees 
fpC 9 much larger colony. 

" U ihe S4^» of civilisation shall W ttrewecl^ aiong the 
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u! !!;t* Siavfe Trade ; »t tlif c lpef irapedimefU to gradual 
K-niaucif atiod in ArivT'ca sh^il be removetl ; if, wiiere .slave i y 
iiiiiy continue to fxist, ?he fidelity of the slave and th« 
atJection of ilie master f hali be both augmenied ; if the free 
peof^ks of colour shall {^ermJtted to enter oii the career of 
n.oral and intt liettuai improvement in the land of their fa- 
theis, under the gu^raiMef; of {)olitical independence; if all, or 
any considerable part of the*e blessings can be attained by 
opening the door of Africa to the return of her liberated 
children, il wiH be no reproach to the Colonization So- 
ciety that they have not civilized an entire continent, or 
diftenihralled a nation. 

•* It is, indeed, most probable, that the American Society, 
unassisted by the resources of the individual states, or of the 
Union, may br incapable of rendering such aid to the emi- 
gration of the people of colour, as would provide for cofo- 
nizing their annual increase. But that the resources of the 
United States would prove incompetent to that purpose, is 
utterly denied, and can be most easily disproved. For 
what vTould be the expense of transporting five thousand 
persons, the supposed annual increase of the free people of 
coi'»ur aione ; or forty thousand, the estimated increase of 
both bond and free ? Computing the present population of 
the United Spates at ten millions, and aMowing fifty dolhrs 
for the transportation of each colonist, there iJvouTd be re- 
quired for the latter a poll tax of but two and a half cents* 
and for both, one of twenty-five cents on all the people of 
these Slates. Ttie amount cf duties collected on foreign 
distilled spirits, during each of the first six yearj of Mr. Jef- 
ferson's adminrslration, would defray the sum total of this 
expense, and furnish half a million of doflart, annually, to 
extinguish the principal, the entire stock, of the heaviest 
ca'aoiiiy thai oppresses this nation. A renewal of the in- 
ternal taxes of 1815, would not only provide the means of 
exporting the anr.ua! increase of the whole col oured popu- 
lation of the United States, but leare in equal sum to pur- 



diiist; that part ot ihiti number, to rhe exportation oi whidi 
tlw. coii.st;nl oi' the prcprit:t(;r could .tvt bt- obtained. 

" And vv«irc the same Uulies char ^rd in ihe United States, 
as m i'u at Britain, on liie consiumptior. ot this fatal possoi; 
ol human happiness, lhfc?r iiett proceeds would, in less thaji 
a ceutuiy, purchaie and colonize in Africa every person of 
colour within the United States, 

" This period is indeed remo'e ; bat eternity hdniiis not 
of distribution into time. In the existence of nations a cen- 
tury is but a day. 

The preceding calculations are foundeti on the improbable 
supposition, that no colonist would contribute any thing 
whatever to defray the expense of his own removal . Let 
those, who indulge the most unfavourable anticipations of the 
expense of colonizing in Africa the free people of colour of 
the united Stales, behold the condition ana number of those 
emigrants who are daily poured upon the American Conti- 
nent from every part of Europe ; whom poverty and 
wretchedness diive from the home of iheir fathers; and 
whom no friendly counsel cheers, no friendly hand assists at 
their port of embarkation, in their uncomfortable voyage 
across the Atlantic, or their toilsome journey to a remote 
settlement in a strange land ; who heard before they em- 
barked every possible misrepresentation of the country 
which they sought to reach ; and encountered, in the govern- 
ment whict) they were about to leave, every duscouragement 
which oppression can oppose to the love of freedom and the 
desire of happiness; and yet, whose lot in Europe was 
preferable to that of the Slave, ia America; and, in many 
respects, to that of the contemned, and therefore debased, 
free Negro. Count the number of those emigrants who en- 
tered the purts of North America in the past year only. 
Upwards of twelve thousand are said to have landed at the 
single port of Quebec ; and the total nuoiber who have 
reached Canada, Nova Scotia, and the United S ates, cannot 
fall far short, it at all, of forty thousand. Many of them, 
in order to pay theii passage, entered into obligations of

" 1 iuy hftte come, it is true, in comuiercial ships, and 
sonu' of them have paid less for their passage than the cost 
at wiiich it is ascertained that any nuinbtr of free people of 
colour can be carried to Africa, in ships fitted for passage 
only. 

" But will not the tune arrive v\hen Africa will have her 
commerce too r Has not the single port of Sierra Leone 
exported in one year, smce the Abolition of the Slave Trade 
by England, a greater value than all Western Africa, a 
coast of several thousand miles, yielded, exclusive of its 
people, for a like period anterior to that event? When this 
abominable traffic shall have been utterly exterminated; 
when the African labourer can toil secure from the treachery 
of his neighbour and the violence of the man-stealer; that 
continent will freight, for legitimate trade, those ships which 
now carry thither chains, fetters, and scourges, to return 
home with the bones, the sinews, the blood, and the tears of 
her children. Her gold, her ivory, her beautiful dies, her 
fragrant and precious gums, her healing plants and drugs, 
.he varied produce of her nov*- forsaken fields and lonely 
forests, will be brought, by a joyous and grateful people, to 
the nations who, once their plunderers and persecutors, 
will have at length become their protectors, friends, and 
allies. 

" New forms of goyernment, modelled after those which 
constitute the pride and boast of A.merica, will attest the 
extent of their obligations to their former masters; and 
myriads of freemen, while they course the margin of the 
Gambia, the Senegal, the Congo, and the Niger, will sing, 
in the language which records the constitution, laws, and 
higtory of America, hymns of praise to the common Parent 
of man."

•• Sir, — I have the honour of informing vou, thai the 
schodiier Ttniativa, reported lo be muter S[i;ini^h ci^lour--, 
with one hundrei! and !wenty-eighl Slaves oi board, was 
brought in'o this port on the l^ih instant by a part of the 
crew of the United States vessel, the Saranac, John H. Elton 
comtnander, havmg been captured by said vessel, ai the 
irme abandoned by her crew. The Tentativa has been libelled 
by the proctor for the captors; and the Siaves, by order 
ot the Court, delivered over to the proctor for the captors 
and the collector of this port, to be taken care of by them 
until demanded by the com})etent authority : this order was 
procured by the proctor for the captors, with a view of pre- 
serving' the lives of the Slaves, they being destitute of pro- 
visions and clothing, and must have perished had they been 
longer at sea. Four of them have already died, but the re- 
maining part of them have been so disposed of as to insure 
comfort to them for the present. Under the order of the Court, 
and the influence of humanity, it appears to be my duty to 
interest myself for the sufferers; and having ad estate near 
the city, I inquired of my agent how many of these people 
he couid accommodate with house'room ; and upon his state- 
ment I have taken possession of forty in number, ail of whom 
I have clothed, and shall continue othe^rwise to succour, until 
demi>nded by the competent authority,

Bkcmct of a I^etter from the D*paty OoU«ctor of Nov« Iberia t© the 
Secretary of the Treasury, dated September '27, l^ih- 

«• On the 8th day of July last, Captain Araelung, with 
eighteen of his company, agreed to go with me to the Bayou 
Nenientou, to suppress smuggling. On the day and sue- 
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ceeding ni^ld afier f ji airival there, we took ihirleeq pri- 
soners that came Brraod tu support smugglers* &c. The 
tKi:Xt day we t(;ok <>ne of th'^ir v^sseU, a£t fKHill^ hat)d9 to 
work in i^pairir and Captain AnoeJiMig r^eturaed to 

Nova Iberia for iiic urilance of his eoiBpaoy returned with 
him, and we proceeded on with :weniy-five men to the 
Bayou Cureust:au. On our arrival there, w« made more 
prisoners; seized three African Negroes, two vessels, and 
part of their cargoes. Runners had been sent ahead of 
\J3, and five or six vessels ran out of the Bayou a few days 
prior to our arrival there. A large number of African Ne- 
groes had been on that Bayou, eighty of which left there a 
short time before our arrival, and about twenty passed us 
the night before we arrived. If there was one small cutter 
on this coast she would be of great service/' 

Collector's Office, Savannah, 22d May, 1817. 
" Sir, — I have just received information, from a source on 
which I can implicitly rely, that it Has already become the 
practice tu introduce into the state of Georgia, across the 
St. Mary*8 River, from AmeHaUrand, East Florida, Africans, 
who have been carried into the port of Fernandina, subse- 
quent to the capture of it by the patriot army now in pos- 
session of it. 

" As this species of iraffic may be carried on for an inde- 
finite ^erifid of lime without the interposition of Govern- 
ment, I have deemed it my 4uiy to give yoj the earliest 
ad^vi?:^ of it. 

" Ipamediateiy after the receipt of ^ our letter qf tlie 19th of 
March last, I instructed Captain $mith to cruise with the 
cutter to the southward, as far as St Mary's bar, with' a view 
of, prDjiWi|(ipg tlifi lAod(9g of fiHjti |ieople on sea hi»rd ;

Extract of a Letter from a. Genticmao in Alabama to Ihn Agent of the 

ColoDizalioo Society. 

" During the occupancy of Pensacoia by a part of the 
troops under General Jackson's ccmmand, and while the 
laws of the United States were ia partial operation, and ad- 
ministered there by officers appointed by the General, a 
▼easel arrived there from the coast of Africa, with a con- 
siderable nuixib«r of slaves on board, upwards of one hundred 
and thirty, as I have been informed. These were seized by 
General Jackson's officers, and senl up to St. Stephens, on 
Tombigby, for adjudication ; but the Court presiding there fo& 
this purpose did not decide upon the case. The unfortunate 
Africans were then placed by the Court in the hands of two 
or three diflferent persons ; and twenty-eight of them, I am 
told, are already dead.^' The writer adds, that there appears 
to be no immediate prospect of any decision taking place. 



Copy of an Act of the Congress of the United States, 
in addition to the Acts prokUnting the Slave Trade. 
Passed March 3, 1819. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America, in Congress assembled, 
that the President of the United States be, and be is hereby 
antborized, whenever he shall deem it expedient, to canse 
any of the armed vessels of the United States to be em- 
ployed to cruise on any of the coasts of the United States, 
or territories thereof, or of the coasts of Africa, or elsewhere 
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wikere he may judge attempts may he made to i:«.*Ty on the 
Slave Trade by ciiiifiens or residents of the United Stales, m 
coiitraventicn of the Acts of Co-ngresH prohibiting the same; 
and CO instruct and direct the commanders of nil armed ves- 
sels of the United States to seize, takr, and bring into. any 
port of the United Stale* all sLip6 or vessels of the United 
States, wher«8oeYer fomid, which may have taken on board, 
or which may be intended for tb€ purpose of taking oo board, 
or transporting, or may haT« traniiported, any Negro, Mu- 
latto, or person of colour, in violation of any of the profi- 
siona of the Act entitled " An Act in addition to an Act lo 
prohibit the importation of Slaves into any port or place 
within the jurisdiction of the United States from and after 
the 6r8t day of January, in the year of our Lord one thoa- 
sand eight hundred and eight, and to repeal certain parts of 
the same,'' or of any other Act or Acts prohibiting the 
traffic in Slaves, to be proceeded against according to law. 
And the proceeds of ail ships and vessels, their tackle, ap' 
parel, and furniture, and the goods and eflfects on board of 
them, which shall be so seized, prosecuted, and condemned, 
shall be divided equally between the United States and the 
officers and men who shall seize* take, or bring the same into 
port for condemnation, whether such seizure be made by an 
armed vessel of the United States, or revenue cutter thereof ; 
and the same shall be distributed in like manner as is pro- 
vided by law for tbe distribution of prizes taken from an 
enemy. Provided, that tbe officers and men, to be entitled 
to one half of the proceeds aforesaid, shall safe keep every 
Negro, Mulatto, or person of colour, found on board any 
ship or vessel so seized, taken, or brought into port for coa- 
demnation, and shall deliver every such Negro, Mulatto, or 
person of colour, to the marshal of tbe district in which 
they are brought, if into a port of the United States, or, if 
elsewhere, to such person or persons as shall be lawfully 
appointed by the President of tbe United States in the 
manner hereinafter directed, transmitting to tbe President of 
tbe United States, as soon as may be after such delivery, a 
descriptive list of such Negroes, Mulattoes, or persons of
